My  Lord  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  tenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  County  of  Derby. 

The  Report,  as  usual,  contains  in  its  second  part  a 
concise  account  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  each  of 
the  46  Sanitary  Districts  of  the  County. 

The  first  part  of  the  Report  consists  of  a statement 
of  particulars  with  regard  to  Scavenging,  the  Factories 
and  Workshops  Acts,  and  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and 
Milkshops  Orders.  It  also  contains  sections  on  Infantile 
Mortality,  Tuberculosis  and  its  prevention,  and  Disinfection, 
together  with  various  Tables  giving  the  vital  statistics  of 
each  District — the  Urban  Districts  separately,  the  Rura 
Districts  separately,  and  the  County  as  a whole. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  death-rate  of  the  County  was 
161  per  1,000,  or  2*2  per  1,000  less  than  England  and 
Wales ; and  it  was  half  the  birth-rate  of  the  County, 
which  was  32’3. 

During  the  last  10  years  the  various  Sanitary  Authori- 
ties have  obtained  power  to  borrow  nearly  half-a-million  of 
money  for  Sanitary  purposes,  as  an  insurance  against  pre- 
ventable disease.  I think  the  vital  statistics  of  this  County 
show  that  a return  for  this  investment  is  already  being 
made,  as  a result  of  improved  Sanitary  Administration.

THE  COUNTY  AS  A WHOLE. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1899,  was 
493,502,  the  Urban  Districts  having  a population  of  246,096, 
and  the  Rural  Districts  247,406. 

BIRTHS. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  32-3,  being  the  same  in  both 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts.  The  birth  rate  of  England  and 
Wales  during  the  year  was  29*3.  Since  1891,  the  birth  rate 
has  gradually  fallen  from  35T,  as  will  be  seen  from  the

this  end  is  attained,  it  is  obvious  that  our  population  will  at 
first  become  stationary,  and  then  decrease. 

DEATHS. 

The  death  rate  during  the  year  was  16*1.  As  against 
18-3,  the  death  rate  of  England  and  Wales,  this  is,  with 
the  exception  of  one,  the  lowest  death  rate  we  have 
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recorded.  While  reference  to  Table  I.  will  show  that  compared 
wTith  the  death  rate  of  England  and  Wales  our  comparative 
mortality  is  the  lowest  I have  yet  had  the  honour  to  record, 
the  death  rate  per  1,000  being  2*2  less  than  that  of  England 
and  Wales.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  highest  death 
rate,  viz.,  23*3,  was  recorded  in  the  Urban  District  of  Bonsall, 
a district  whose  inefficient  sanitary  administration  has 
already  called  for  the  serious  consideration  of  your  Committee. 
The  highest  death  rate  in  the  Rural  Districts,  viz.,  19*8,  was 
recorded  in  the  Blackwell  District.  This  high  death  rate  is 
the  penalty  paid  by  the  present  Council  for  the  laxity  of 
their  predecessors,  and  it  is  only  fair  to  say  that  during  the 
last  few  years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  sanitary 
condition  of  their  district. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

The  zymotic  death  rate  was  2*01  per  1,000,  and  as  will  be 
seen  by  reference  to  Table  I,  the  zymotic  diseases  which 
caused  a proportionately  large  number  of  deaths  in  Derbyshire 
to  the  rest  of  England,  were  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles ; while 
the  Typhoid  Fever  rate  was  greater  than  that  of  England  and 
Wales  in  the  Urban  Districts,  and  less  in  the  Rural  Districts. 
The  Diphtheria  rate,  as  hitherto,  is  considerably  less  than 
than  of  England  and  Wales,  viz.,  *16  as  against  *29. 

Scarlet  Fever.  During  the  year  3,062  cases  of  this  disease 
were  notified  to  the  various  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  The 
largest  number  of  cases  per  1,000  of  population,  were  notified 
in  the  Wirksworth  Urban  and  the  Clown  Rural  Districts,  in 
each  of  which  the  number  of  cases  amounted  to  over  26  per 
1,000  of  population.  Fortunately,  the  disease  was  of  a mild 
type,  only  2*8  per  cent  of  the  cases  attacked  proving  fatal. 
The  number  of  cases  occurring  in  each  district,  and  the  num- 
ber proving  fatal,  also  the  number  of  cases  per  1,000  of 
population,  and  the  case  mortality  per  cent,  are  given  in 
Table  II.,  page  10.  Of  the  3,062  cases,  only  190  were  removed 
to  Isolation  Hospitals. 

Diphtheria.  Three  hundred  and  sixty-eight  cases  of  Diph- 
theria, including  so-called  Membranous  Croup,  were  notified, 
130  of  which  occurred  in  the  Norton  Rural  District,  outside 
Sheffield,  and  were  due  to  school  infection.  As  will  be  seen  by 
Table  II.,  page  11,  the  case  mortality  varied  greatly.  In  some 
districts,  such  as  the  Blackwell  Rural,  9 deaths  occurred  in  10 
cases;  while  in  the  Norton  Rural  District,  only  14  per  cent  of 
the  cases  proved  fatal.  In  this  latter  case,  Dr.  Gale  reports  at  the 
end  of  the  epidemic,  the  anti-toxin  treatment  was  adopted

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freely  at  the  expense  of  the  Sanitary  Authority.  That  some 
measure  should  be  adopted  for  making  this  quite  legal  will  be 
obvious  from  the  experience  recorded  by  Dr.  Gaylor,  at  the 
Belper  Isolation  Hospital.  Speaking  of  a severe  case  of 
Diphtheria,  Dr.  Gaylor  writes,  “ The  man’s  life  was  in  im- 
minent jeopardy — very  large  doses  of  anti-toxin  serum  were 
injected,  and  he  ultimately  made  a good  recovery.  This  was 
a case  showing  the  great  benefit  of  a Hospital.  Something 
like  thirty-shillings  worth  of  anti-toxin  was  injected  into  his 
system  in  about  36  hours,  and  without  this  he  must  inevitably 
have  died.”  The  same  beneficial  treatment  ought  to  be 
obtainable  without  the  removal  of  the  patient  to  Hospital. 

For  the  statistics  with  regard  to  Diphtheria  in  each 
sanitary  district,  see  Table  II.,  page  11. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever.  Six  hundred  and  forty  case 
of  Enteric  Fever  were  reported.  The  Urban  Districts 
which  came  out  with  the  highest  rates  were  North  Darley, 
Bonsall,  Clay  Cross,  Ilkeston,  Whittington,  Glossop,  and 
Heanor,  with  rates  ranging  from  6*9  to  1*7  cases  per  1,000; 
while  the  Bufal  Districts  with  excessive  Typhoid  Fever 
rates  where  the  Blackwell  District  with  its  endemic  Typhoid 
at  Shirebrook,  the  Shardlow  District  on  account  of  the  out- 
break at  Melbourne,  and  the  Clown  District.  Altogether, 
100  deaths  took  place  from  this  disease,  in  the  640  cases, 
All  details  respecting  case  mortality,  &c.,  are  given  in  Table 
II.,  page  12. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Erysipelas.  On  page  13  will  be  found 
tabulated  the  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Erysipelas  oc- 
curring in  each  district.  The  two  diseases  are  introduced 
into  the  same  Table  on  account  of  their  being  a supposed 
causal  relation  between  Erysipelas  and  Puerperal  Fever.  As 
far  as  Derbyshire  is  concerned,  the  Table  given  on  page  13 
does  not  afford  striking  evidence  one  way  or  the  other.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

“ Give  me  leave  then  to  tell  you , that  of  all  the  abuses  that 
even  you  have  as  yet  endeavoured  to  reform , certainly  not  one 
wanted  so  much  your  assistance  as  the  abuse  in  nursing 
children." —The  Spectator,  Dec . 12th,  1711. 

The  number  of  children  dying  during  the  first  year  of  lif e> 
was  140  out  of  every  1,000  births  ; the  rate  in  the  Rural 
Districts  being  137,  and  that  in  the  Urban  Districts  161. 
Excluding  the  small  districts  with  less  than  100  births,  the 
highest  infantile  mortality  was  registered  in  the  Borough  of 
Ilkeston  and  the  Urban  District  of  Whittington,  where  over 
one-fifth  of  the  children  born  died  during  the  first  year  of 
life;  while  the  highest  infantile  mortality  in  the  Rural  Dis- 
tricts was  registered  in  the  Blackwell  District,  viz.,  171  per 
1,000  births. 

Dr.  Richards,  the  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Chester- 
field, gives  the  following  instructive  analysis  of  the  causes  of 
infant  deaths  in  his  district : —

During  the  year  the  Corporation  voted  a grant  of  £40 
towards  the  Infant  Life  Protection  Society,  and  Dr.  Richards 
remarks,  “ the  above  figures  amply  justify  a continuation  of 
the  grant  for  another  year.” 

Herbert  Spencer  in  his  u Education,  writes  : — 

“ If  by  some  strange  chance  not  a vestige  of  us  descended  to  the 
remote  future  save  a pile  of  our  school-books,  ice  may  imagine 
how  puzzled  an  antiquary  of  the  period  ivoulcl  be  on  finding 
in  them  no  sign  that  the  learners  were  ever  likely  to  be  parents. 
We  mevu  fancy  him  concluding , (I  perceive  here  an  elaborate 
preparation  for  many  things  . . . but  I find  no  reference  to 
the  bringing  up  of  children.  They  could  not  have  been  so 
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absurd  as  to  omit  all  training  for  this  gravest  of  responsibilities. 
Evidently , then,  this  icas  the  school  course  of  - one  of  their 
'monastic  orders.’  ” 

Lately  an  effort  is  being  made  to  remove  this  reproach. 
Handbills  and  tracts  on  the  feeding  of  infants  are  being 
printed,  and  the  Corporations — who  are  not  so  bound  in  red 
tape  as  other  Authorities— are  giving  prizes  to  be  competed 
for  in  schools,  and  at  Chesterfield  they  are  making  a grant 
towards  the  expense  of  keeping  a Health  Missionary,  who 
visits  all  the  houses  where  children  are  born,  leaves 
the  following  leaflet,  and  gives  practical  instruction  on 
the  care  and  management  of  infants.  It  would  be  well  if 
every  Sanitary  Authority  caused  a similar  leaflet  to  be  posted 
to  or  delivered  at  every  house  where  they  receive  the  notifi- 
cation of  a birth  : — 

Sanitary  District  of  

THE  FEEDING  AND  CARE  OF  INFANTS. 

1.  FEEDING. — The  best  food  for  an  infant  is  its  mother’s 
milk.  Every  infant  should  therefore  be  suckled,  if  possible, 
unless  the  mother  has  medical  advice  to  the  contrary. 

2.  The  child  should  be  suckled  once  every  two  hours 
during  the  clay,  and  once  every  four  hours  during  the  night, 
until  it  is  about  six  weeks  old,  when  everv  three  hours  will  be 
often  enough,  and  the  intervals  may  be  prolonged  till  at  seven 
months,  five  meals  in  the  twenty-four  hours  should  be 
sufficient.  It  is  important  for  both  mother  and  child  that  the 
suckling  should  always  be  at  regular  intervals, 
and  not  whenever  the  child  cries.  Crying  is  often  a sign  of 
pain  from  frequent  feeding. 

3.  If  the  mother  has  not  enough  milk  to  satisfy  the 
child,  it  should  still  be  suckled,  but  should  in  addition  have 
milk  and  barley  water  as  described  in  Rule  6.  There  is  no 
danger  in  mixing  the  milks. 

4.  During  the  suckling  period  the  mother  should  take 
plenty  of  good,  plain,  nourishing  food,  but  should  avoid  beer, 
wines  and  spirits.  The  mother  should  wash  her  nipples  each 
suckling,  and  if  they  become  sore  should  seek  medical  advice. 

5.  WEANING. — Care  should  be  taken  to  select  a time 
when  the  child  is  free  from  any  illness.  It  is  also  wise  to 
avoid  weaning  an  infant  during  July,  August,  or  September, 
when  there  is  so  much  risk  of  Diarrhoea. 

6.  HAND  FEEDING. — Specially  prepared  mixtures  of 
milk  and  cream  are  the  best  substitutes  for  mother's  milk; 
most  infants,  however,  will  thrive  on  cow’s  milk  mixed  with 
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barley  water,  if  constant  care  be  taken  to  prepare  it  properly 
and  to  use  a suitable  form  of  bottle.  Only  milk  that  is  per- 
fectly fresh  and  of  good  quality  should  be  used  for  the  baby’s 
food.  Before  use,  the  milk  should  be  at  the  temperature  of 
the  hand,  i.e.,  98  degrees  Fahrenheit  or  blood  heat. 

7.  During  the  first  six  weeks  use  one  part  of  cow's 
milk  with  two  parts  of  thin  barley  water.  This  mixture 
should  he  boiled.  It  should  be  sweetened  with  about  a 
teaspconful  of  sugar  to  each  pint. 

At  six  weeks  the  mixture  may  be  gradually  made 
stronger,  and  one  part  of  boiled  milk  should  be  mixed  with 
one  part  of  barley  water,  which  should  be  sweetened  as  before. 

At  three  months  the  mixture  may  be  further  strength- 
ened and  two  parts  of  boiled  milk  mixed  with  one  part  of 
barley  water. 

BARLEY  WATER. — Barley  water  is  made  by  boiling 
two  teaspoonfuls  of  washed  pearl  barley  in  a pint  of  water. 
Boil  to  two-thirds  and  strain  through  muslin.  Always  prepare 
fresh  at  least  once  a day. 

8.  QUANTITY. — A baby  requires  two  ounces  (four 
tablespoonfuls)  at  each  meal  during  the  first  week.  After 
this  the  amount  must  be  gradually  increased.  It  is  well  to 
let  the  quantity  largely  depend  on  its  appetite.  The  best 
test  that  a child  is  being  properly  fed  is  its  weight.  This 
should  be  ascertained  from  week  to  week,  and  advice  obtained 
if  the  child  is  not  steadily  gaining  weight.  At  six  months  a 
healthy  child  will  take  14  pints  of  milk  in  24  hours.  At  9 
months  it  will  take  2 pints  of  milk  in  24  hours. 
A child  that  is  overfed  and  does  not  digest  its 
food  wastes  like  one  starved. 

9.  SUBSTITUTES  FOR  COW’S  MILK.— Sometimes  in- 
fants fail  to  digest  cow’s  milk ; in  that  case  try  condensed 
milk  for  a few  days.  This  should  be  prepared  by  mixing  one 
teaspoonful  of  condensed  milk  with  two  tablespoonsful  of 
water.  It  should  be  remembered  that  only  certain  brands 
of  milk  are  really  genuine.  The  Milkmaid,  Nestle’s,  The 
Viking,  can  be  relied  on. 

10.  THE  BOTTLE. — Two  bottles  should  be  provided. 
They  should  not  have  any  tube,  but  simply  be  provided  with 
a neck  fitted  with  a large  india-rubber  teat,  which  can  be 
turned  inside  out  for  washing.  After  use,  the  bottle  should 
be  rinsed  and  scalded  and  allowed  to  stand  in  water  while 
the  other  bottle  is  being  used. 

11.  When  the  baby  has  reached  seven  months,  the 
number  of  meals  may  be  reduced  to  five  in  the  twenty-four

hours.  The  strength  of  the  food  should  now  be  increased  till 
the  baby  takes  pure  milk,  which  should,  however,  still  be 
boiled.  At  two  meals  (night  and  morning)  a small  quantity 
of  prepared  food,  such  as  Benger’s,  Mellin's,  Savory  and 
Moore's,  Robb's  biscuits,  grated  rusks  may  be  added  to  the 
milk.  “ Pobbies,”  or  bread  and  milk  or  ordinary  porridge 
should  not  be  given  at  this  age,  but  a little  wheat  flour  baked 
in  the  oven  until  it  is  nicely  browned  may  be  given  with  the 
milk  if  the  other  foods  cannot  be  obtained.  All  infant 
foods  should  be  given  in  small  quantities  at  first, 
and  only  to  infants  over  seven  months  old. 

12.  At  12  months  a lightly  boiled  eeg,  a little  broth,  a 
few  crumbs  soaked  in  red  gravy,  a little  milk  pudding, 
porridge,  bread  and  milk,  or  small  pieces  of  bread  and  butter 
may  be  added  to  the  diet. 

13.  At  18  months  a little  finely  minced  meat,  pounded 
fish,  mashed  potatoes  with  gravy  may  be  given  at  one  meal  in 
the  day.  Never  give  an  infant  “ what  we  have  ourselves/' 
soothing  syrups,  teething  powders,  cheese,  bacon,  tea  or  beer. 
Wine  or  spirits  should  only  be  given  under  medical  advice. 
If  the  baby  is  not  thriving,  see  what  a slight  change  in  the 
strength  of  the  food  or  kind  of  food  will  do.  Do  not  allow  it 
to  be  continually  gnawing  at  a piece  of  bread  or  biscuit.  If 
the  baby  continues  to  ail,  don’t  rush  off  to  the  nearest  chemist 
for  a bottle  of  medicine,  but  seek  proper  medical  advice. 

14.  CLOTHING. — A young  infant  should  be  lightly  but 
warmly  clad  in  a flannel  nightgown  with  long  sleeves. 
Binders  are  unnecessary  after  the  navel  has  healed. 

The  nightgown  should  reach  well  below  the  feet  and 
should  be  fitted  with  tapes  which  can  be  tied  to  prevent  the 
child  uncovering  itself. 

Older  children  also  should  always  have  their  arms  and 
legs  as  well  as  their  bodies  warmly  clothed  with  flannel.  It 
is  a great  mistake  to  try  and  harden  infants  by  letting  them 
expose  their  arms  and  legs  in  cold  weather. 

15.  CLEANLINESS. — Wash  them  all  over  in  warm  water 
once  a day  before  a fire.  Dry  very  carefully.  If  the  folds  of 
the  skin  are  red,  use  some  drying  powder  such  as  boracic 
acid,  zinc  and  starch,  Fuller’s  earth,  or  Lycopodium. 

Never  let  a wet  napkin  remain  on  for  a minute. 

16.  FRESH  AIR. — Let  the  room  in  which  the  baby  lives 
be  kept  as  fresh  as  possible.  Let  the  baby  be  taken  into  the 
open  air  every  day  when  the  weather  is  fine. 

17.  SLEEP. — Every  infant  should  sleep  in  a cot  by  itself. 
It  is  little  short  of  murder  to  allow  an  infant  to  sleep  in 
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the  same  bed  with  an  older  person.  Numberless  lives  are 
sacrificed  every  year  from  neglect  of  this  simple  precaution, 
the  infant  being  suffocated  from  overlaying. 

18.  FIRE. — No  child  should  be  left  alone  within  reach  of 
a lamp  or  fire.  Suitable  fireguards  can  be  obtained  for  a small 
cost  and  their  use  would  ensure  the  saving  of  many  lives. 

1 9.  EYESIGHT —The  eyes  of  a newly- born  baby  should 
be  very  carefully  cleansed  with  clean  warm  water  and  a clean 
rag  immediately  after  birth.  Should  any  redness  of,  or  discharge 
from  the  eyes  come  on,  you  should  immediately  seek  medical 
advice,  carefully  wiping  and  washing  the  eyes  by  squeezing 
clean  warm  water  from  a clean  rag  till  the  doctor  comes.  The  rag 
should  be  thrown  away  after  use  and  a new  piece  used  each 
time.  On  no  account  drop  milk  or  anything  but  water  into 
the  eyes.  Affections  of  the  eyes  in  newly  born  infants 
often  lead  to  blindness  if  neglected.

DISINFECTION. 

Improvements  are  being  made  in  the  methods  of  disinfecting 
houses  after  infectious  disease.  Several  authorities  have 
started  using1  Formalin  tablets.  This  method  is  extremely 
convenient  and  effective,  besides,  however  disinfecting  the 
rooms  it  is  necessary  that  all  bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  that  has 
been  exposed  to  infection,  should  be  disinfected  by  steam. 

There  are,  as  far  as  I am  aware,  only  four  steam  disin- 
fectors in  the  County,  one  at  Chesterfield,  one  at  Buxton, 
one  at  the  Belper  Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  and  a movable  one 
in  the  Blackwell  Rural  District  has  recently  been  purchased, 
and  already  560  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  have  been 
disinfected  with  it  by  steam,  the  houses  being  fumigated  with 
Formalin.  In  the  Buxton  Urban  District  a list  of  articles 
is  not  given,  but  it  is  recorded  that  the  clothing,  <fcc.,  of 
109  houses  were  disinfected. 

During  the  vear,  in  the  Borough  of  Chesterfield,  1,555 
articles  were  disinfected  by  steam,  viz.,  mattresses  158.  beds 
120,  bolsters  or  pillows  335,  bolster  or  pillow  cases  78,  sheets 
80,  blankets  198,  counterpanes  127,  curtains  or  bed-hangings 
24,  carpets  61,  male  clothing  65,  female  clothing  192,  mis- 
cellaneous 117.  The  population  of  Chesterfield  is  25,700, 
and  there  were  during  the  year  133  infected  houses. 
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The  steam  disinfector  of  the  Belper  Joint  Hospital  Com- 
mittee is  not  used  with  anything  like  sufficient  frequency 
Although  during  the  year  there  were  453  cases  of  infectious 
disease  within  their  district,  which  has  a population  of  over 
70,000,  only  25  lots  of  articles  were  disinfected  by  steam. 

In  contrast  with  the  list  of  articles  given  above  (1,555)  as 
having1  been  disinfected  by  steam  in  the  Borough  of  Chester-

It  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  Hospital  Committee  to 
provide  a light  cart  to  remove  infected  bedding,  clothing,  &c\, 
to  the  disinfector.  At  the  present  time,  the  ratepayers,  who 
have  provided  the  machinery  at  the  Hospital  for  combating 
infectious  disease,  are  not  getting  the  benefit  which  they  are 
entitled  to  look  for. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  records  that  1 he  Inspector 
has  during  the  year  visited  103  infected  houses,  and  disin- 
fected 45.  If  the  Hospital  Committee  undertake  the  thorough 
disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing,  the  District  Councils 
ought  to  see  that  the  houses  themselves  are  efficiently  dis- 
infected. 

In  the  Brampton  and  Walton  Urban  District,  the  Medical 
Officer  advises  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  make  use  of  the 
Chesterfield  steam  disinfector. 

No  information  with  regard  to  this  important  question  is 
given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Borough  of 
Glossop,  but  Dr.  Willis,  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  Borough 
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of  Ilkeston,  asks  the  Corporation  to  provide  him  with  steam 
disinfector. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Swadlincote  also  points 
out  to  his  Authority  the  need  of  a steam  disinfector. 

In  the  Basford  Rural  District  all  infected  houses  are  disin- 
fected by  an  official  of  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

In  the  Chesterfield  Rural  District  the  Inspector  disinfected 
435  infected  houses. 

It  cannot  be  too  clearly  understood,  that  for  disinfection 
to  be  really  reliable  it  must  be  carried  out  by  someone  who  has 
had  practical  experience  in  the  matter.  As  I have  already 
mentioned,  probably  the  simplest  method  is  by  means  of 
Formalin ; but,  in  addition  to  the  disinfection  of  the  houses, 
carpets,  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  ought  all  to  be  disinfected  by 
steam.  In  the  Rural  Districts,  the  example  of  the  Blackwell 
District  Council  in  purchasing  a movable  steam  disinfector 
is  worthy  of  emulation. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

This  was  the  first  year  the  Belper  Isolation  Hospital  came 
into  use,  and  since  April  altogether  76  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  6 of  Enteric  Fever,  and  2 of  Diphtheria  were  isolated 
at  this  establishment.  During  the  year  72  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  3 of  Enteric  Fever  were  isolated  at  the  Buxton 
Hospital.  These  are  the  only  two  permanent  hospitals  in  the 
county  which  have  been  built  in  accordance  with  plans 
by  the  Local  Government  Board.  There  are  a number  of 
other  hospitals  of  a temporary  character,  and  there  is  the 
Whitworth  Hospital,  Darley  Dale,  at  which  institution  12 
cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  isolated  during  the  year. 

Table  III  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
which  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals  in  each  of  the 
Sanitary  Districts.  It  will  be  seen  that  only  620  per  cent,  of 
the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  isolated,  054  per  cent,  of  those 
of  Diphtheria,  and  14-37  per  cent,  of  those  of  Enteric  Fever 
were  isolated. 

BELPER  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  following  is  a complete  list  of  the  cases  isolated  during 
the  year  at  the  Belper  Isolation  Hospital.  During 
the  first  12  months  from  the  date  of  its  being 
opened  144  cases  were  isolated.  This  is  a very  large 
number  considering  that  the  Hospital  only  contains  room 
for  18  beds,  it  being  a duty  of  8 cases  per  bed  per  annum. 
As  Scarlet  Fever  is  as  a rule  infectious  for  8 weeks,  it  must  be 
perfectly  obvious  that  a large  Scarlet  Fever  pavilion  is  urgently 
required.  That  Dr.  Gaylor  had  this  in  view  is  evident  from 
his  Report  to  the  Alf reton  Urban  District  Council  when  he 
wrote  “ I have  no  doubt  that  extensive  enlargements  will  have 
to  be  taken  in  hand  shortly.”  Dr.  Broster  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  writes 
“ During  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  14  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  from  your  district,  and  1 of  Enteric  Fever  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  It  is  due  to  the  parents  of  the 
children  who  went  there  to  say  that  it  is  mainly  through  their 
action  that  the  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  brought  to  a 
close,  while  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Heage  writes  “ I 
visited  the  Belper  Isolation  Hospital  and  from  what  I observed 
I feel  sure  that  this  institution  must  become  a great  boon  not 
only  to  the  patients  and  the  non- infected  members  of  their 
families,  but  to  the  general  districts  round  about,  exercising  a 
beneficial  effect  in  controlling  any  future  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease  by  the  prompt  isolation  of  fresh  cases  as  they  occur, 
these  measures  and  the  necessary  disinfection  of  infected  places 
can  now  be  better  carried  out.” 
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Stiff  unless  the  Hospital  is  enlarged  so  that  patients  can 
remain  in  it  until  absolutely  free  from  infection,  and  all  the 
cases  which  ought  to  be  removed  to  it  can  be  removed,  and 
unless  the  whole  of  the  staff  reside  in  the  Hospital,  instead  of 
it  being  the  means  of  protecting  the  community,  it  may  at  any 
moment  become  the  means  of  distributing  infectious  disease. 
At  the  present  time  three  of  the  staff  who  are  at  work  in  the 
Hospital  all  the  day,  reside  outside  the  Hospital,  although 
sleeping  accommodation  has  been  provided  in  the  Hospital  for 
a staff  of  10.

The  Ghapel-en-le-Frith  Hospital  is  rapidly  approaching 
completion.  The  date  for  an  inquiry  into  a loan  for  the 
Shardlow  Hospital  has  been  fixed . Application  has  been  made 
for  the  Local  Government  Board  to  hold  an  inquiry  for  the 
Bepton  Hospital.  The  four  hospitals  for  the  North  Derbyshire 
and  Chesterfield  Hospital  Districts  remain  in  obey  a nee  owing 
to  the  technical  objection  raised  by  a Local  Government 
Board  Auditor,  while  the  Haddon  Hospital  Committee  have  at 
length  succeeded  in  obtaining  suitable  sites  for  their  hospitals. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Attention  is  called  in  a great  number  of  the  reports  to  the 
measures  which  are  now  practicable  in  the  prevention  of 
Tubercular  Diseases.  To  form  some  idea  of  the  extent  to 
which  these  diseases  are  prevalent  in  the  County,  it  is  necess- 
ary to  have  recourse  to  the  reports  of  the  Registrar  General, 
but,  unfortunately,  the  Registration  County  of  Derby  is 
quite  a different  area  to  the  Administrative  County.  This 
is  one  of  the  many  reasons  which  has  actuated  me  in  agitating 
for  the  necessary  steps  to  be  taken  to  make  the  Administra- 
tive County  a Registration  County. 

In  Tuberculosis  we  have  a disease  which  in  the  language  of 
Sir  William  Broadbent-  “ can  no  longer  be  regarded  as  a visita- 
tion from  God,  but  as  a result  of  the  ignorance  and  careless- 
ness of  men,’ * yet,  owing  to  the  Registration  County  and  the 
Administrative  County  being  two  distinct  areas,  it  is  im- 
possible for  me  to  record  to  what  extent  this  disease  is  rife 
within  the  Administrative  County.  It  is  true  I am  able  to 
record  the  number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis,  but  these  leave 
out  the  bulk  of  the  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  under  five  years 
of  age,  the  period  of  life  when  most  of  the  deaths  from  con- 
sumption of  the  bowels  occur. 

Tuberculosis  is  responsible  for  about  one  ninth  of  all 
deaths  and  nearly  half  of  the  deaths  occurring  between  the 
ages  of  25  and  35.  It  may  attack  almost  any  part  of  the 
body,  and  is  in  the  early  part  of  the  disease  local,  but  the 
whole  body  is  liable  to  become  generally  infected.  The  form 
the  disease  assumes  depends  upon  the  part  of  the  body 
originally  attacked  by  the  bacillus. 

The  bacillus  of  Tuberculosis  may  attack  : — 

(1) .  The  Lungs,  causing  consumption,  or  Pulmonary 

Phthisis. 

(2) .  The  G-lands  connected  with  the  Bowels , causing  Con- 

sumption of  the  Bowels  or  Tabes  Mesenterica. 

(3) .  The  Membrane  covering  the  Abdominal  Organs , caus- 

ing Tubercular  Peritonitis. 

(4) .  The  Membranes  of  the  Brain,  causing  Water  on  the 

Brain,  or  Tubercular  Meningitis. 

(5) .  The  Bones  and  Joints , causing  Spinal  Disease,  Hip 

Disease,  etc. 

(6) .  The  Skin  and  Glands  of  the  Neck,  etc.,  causing  Lupus 

and  Scrofula. 

The  form  the  disease  takes,  as  I have  said,  depends  upon 
the  part  of  the  body  originally  attacked,  and  this  again 
depends  upon  the  mode  of  entrance  of  the  Bacillus.

When  the  Bacillus  is  inhaled,  through  the  dried  sputum  of 
an  infected  person  containing  the  Bacilli  being  blown  about, 
the  organ  attacked  is  the  lungs. 

When  the  bowels  are  attacked,  the  Bacillus  must  have 
effected  its  entrance  with  the  food.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  mortality  under  1 year  has  actually 
increased  although  the  mortality  at  all  ages  has  decreased, 
and,  as  the  late  Sir  Richard  Thorne  Thorne  pointed  out  on 
November  9th  last  year,  this  form  of  Tuberculosis  " Had  gone 
hand  m hand  with  the  steady  increase  in  the  consumption  of 
cows  milk  as  a food  in  this  Country,’’  the  English  people 
being:  almost  the  only  civilised  nation  in  the  world  who 
habitually  consume  raw  milk. 

On  pages  11  to  16  of  the  Annual  Report  for  last  year  is 
contained  an  outline  of  the  main  measures  for  the  prevention 
of  Tubercular  diseases.  An  epitome  of  these  measures  may 
with  advantage  be  repeated. 

MAIN  PREVENTATIVE  MEASURES  AGAINST 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

(1) .  The  Bacteriological  Diagnosis  of  Tuberculosis  free  of 

charge. 

(2) .  The  Disinfection  of  houses  in  which  there  are  deaths 

from  or  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

(3) .  The  enforcement  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk - 

shops  Orders. 

(4) .  The  erection  of  all  new  houses  with  free  access  of  air 

and  sunlight,  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Byelaws 

of  the  Local  Government  Board. 


(5).  The  general  distribution  by  the  Sanitary  Authorities 
of  some  such  simply  worded  precautions  such  as 
are  contained  in  the  following  circular. 

Circular  for  Distribution  by.  Sanitary  Authorities. 

Sanitary  District  of 

PRECAUTIONS  AGAINST  CONSUMPTION. 

Consumptives  should  remember  that  they  are  not  suffering 
from  an  absolutely  incurable  disease,  and  also  that  they 
possess  to  great  extent  the  power  of  preventing  other  persons 
taking  the  disease. 

(1) .  Sunlight  and  fresh  air  are  the  greatest  enemi.es  to 
the  infection,  and  are  also  of  the  greatest  assistance  in 
promoting  a cure.  Consumptives  should  sleep  alone  with  the 
bedroom  windows  open  top  and  bottom,  and  during  the  day 
time  keep  out  of  doors  as  much  as  possible,  and  whilst  indoors 
occupy  well-ventilated  rooms. 

It  is  chiefly  by  the  expectoration  (spit)  that  the  infection 
is  spread,  and  the  following  rules  should  be  strictly  observed, 

(2) .  Indoors — the  expectoration  should  be  received  into 
small  paper  bags  and  at  once  burnt;  at  night,  spitting  cups 
containing  a little  disinfectant  should  be  used.  These  should 
be  washed  out  with  boiling  water  daily. 

(3) .  Out  of  doors — spitting  m streets,  tramcars,  or  any 
public  places,  should  be  carefully  avoided  ; a suitable  vessel 
should  be  carried  into  which  the  expectoration  may  be 
received,  and  which  afterwards  may  be  washed  out  with  boil- 
ing water. 

(4) .  If  handkerchiefs  are  used  THEY  SHOULD  NEVER 
RE  ALLOWED  TO  BECOME  DRY,  but  should  be  soaked 
in  boiling  water  whilst  the  expectoration  is  still  moist.  IT 
IS  IN  THE  DRY  CONDITION  THAT  THE  EXPECTORA- 
TION BECOMES  DANGEROUS. 


(5) .  Dry  cleansing  of  the  room  occupied  by  consumptives 
should  be  dispensed  with  as  much  as  possible ; wet  cleansing 
should  be  substituted,  and  all  refuse  from  the  room  should 
be  at  once  burnt. 

(6) .  All  milk,  especially  what  is  given  to  children,  should 
be  boiled,  as  a large  percentage  of  dairy  cows  suffer  from 
Tuberculosis. 


Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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The  following  notice  has  been  kindly  drafted  for  me  by  Mr. 
Abell,  M.R.C.V.S.,  one  of  the  County  Inspectors  under  the 
Contagious  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts.  I would  suggest  that 
it  is  worth  the  District  Councils  reproducing  and  giving 
publicity  to. 

NOTICE — TO  COW-KEEPERS,  DAIRYMEN,  PUR- 
VEYORS OF  MILK  AND  OTHERS. 

TUBERCULOSIS  IN  CATTLE. 

1.  — The  question  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  continues  to  be 
pressed  upon  the  attention  of  farmers  and  stock  owners,  both 
by  its  presence  in  the  herds,  by  the  recent  order  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  making  it  illegal  to  sell  milk  from  cowts 
with  tuberculous  udders,  and  by  the  special  powers  with  regard 
to  Tuberculosis,  obtained  by  Local  Authorities  under  Local 
Acts  of  Parliament. 

2.  — In  reference  to  these  powers  under  Local  Acts  now 
vested  in  Local  Authorities,  it  may  be  stated  that  where  they 
exist  samples  of  milk  may  be  taken  at  any  time  and  subjected 
to  Bacteriological  examination,  and  if  Tubercle  Bacilli  are 
proved  to  be  present  a Local  Authority  may  prohibit  the  supply 
of  the  milk  within  their  area. 

3.  — It  cannot  be  too  fully  recognised  that  Tuberculosis  is  a 
contagious  disease,  and  further,  that  its  presence  can  be 
detected  by  the  application  of  the  Tuberculin  Test. 

4.  — The  extended  use  of  this  agent  has  proved  its  reliability, 
and  the  animals  affected  with  the  disease  can  be  selected  from 
the  healthy  stock  with  all  but  absolute  certainty. 

5.  — It  therefore  follows,  that  it  would  be  to  the  advantage 
of  all  stock  owners  to  have  their  cattle  tested  with  Tuberculin, 
and  have  all  those  re-acting  separated  from  healthy  animals. 
The  former  should  be  fattened,  and  slaughtered  under  proper 
supervision,  the  Tuberculous  portions  being  destroyed,  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Royal  Commission 
on  Tuberculosis. 

6.  — Proper  sanitary  arrangements,  including  the  '"thorough 
lighting,  ^adequate  cubic  space,  and  the  efficient  ventilation  of 
cow-sheds,  will,  of  course,  at  all  times  conduce  to  the  health 
of  Stock,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  all  precautionary 
measures  will  be  rendered  nugatory  whilst  Tuberculous  animals 
remain  in  contact  with  the  healthy.

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DAIRIES,  COW  SHEDS,  AND  MILK  SHOPS 

ORDERS. 

During  the  year  the  Local  Government  Board  have  issued 
the  following  Order  : — 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDER 

OF  1899. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  Order  (known  as  “ The 
Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order  of  1885,”)  as  altered 
by  the  Amending  Order,  be  further  altered : 

We  hereby  Order  as  follows:  — 

“ Article  1.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  “ The  Dairies,  Cow- 
sheds and  Milkshops  Order  of  1899.” 

Article  II.  Article  15  of  the  Order  shall  be  altered  so  that 

for  the  purposes  of  the  provisions  of  para- 
graphs (a)  and  (b)  thereof  the  expressions  in 
the  said  Article  which  refer  to  disease  shall 
include,  in  the  case  of  a cow,  such  disease  of 
the  udder  as  shall  be  certified  by  a veterin- 
ary surgeon  to  be  tubercular;  and  the  Order 
and  the  Amending  Order  shall  apply  and  be 
construed  with  the  modifications  necessary 
to  give  effect  to  this  Article/’ 

Article  15  of  the  Order  referred  to  is:  — 

If  at  any  time  disease  exists  among  the  cattle 
in  a dairy  or  cowshed,  or  other  building  or 
place,  the  milk  of  a diseased  cow  therein — 

(a)  shall  not  be  mixed  with  other  milk ; and 

(b)  shall  not  be  sold  or  used  for  human  food ; 

and 

(c)  shall  not  be  sold  or  used  for  food  of  swine,  or 

other  animals,  unless  and  until  it  has 
been  boiled. 

As  a corollary  to  this  Order,  all  Local  Authorities  promot- 
ing  Improvement  Bills  had  the  option  of  inserting  in  their 
Acts  what  are  known  as  the  Model  Milk  Clauses  of  the  Local 

The  objection  to  the  treatment  is  that  the  milk  would  become  poorer 
and  possibly  less  in  quantity.  Whether  this  objection  could  be  overcome 
by  covering  the  backs  of  the  cows  with  cloths,  as  is  done  in  Holland,  or 
by  the  use  of  hot  water  pipes  under  the  floor  of  a cow  shed  can  only  be 
decided  by  a trial  on  a practical  scale.  On  physiological  and  physical 
grounds  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  the  experiment  would  be 
successful, — S.B, 
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Government  Board.  These  Clauses  were  settled  at  a Confer- 
ence between  the  Local  Government  Board,  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  the  Central  Chamber  of  Agriculture,  and  the 
various  Municipal  Corporations  promoting  Bills  in  the 
Session  of  1899,  and  they  give  the  Corporations  the  following 
powers  : — 

(i)  ^Empowering  them  to  have  milk  tested  for  the 

presence  of  the  Tubercle  bacillus. 

(ii)  Compelling  any  Dairyman  supplying  milk  within 

their  Boroughs  to  notify  to  them  any  cow  sus- 
pected or  exhibiting  signs  of  tuberculosis  of  the 
udder. 

(iii)  Compelling  the  Dairyman  to  isolate  any  such  cow. 

(iv)  Inflicting  a penalty  for  selling  the  milk  from  any 

such  cow. 

(v)  Empowering  the  Corporation  to  pay  for  the  appli- 

cation of  the  Tuberculin  test  if  the  owner  of 
any  suspected  cow  consents. 

(vi)  If  as  a result  of  an  examination  of  the  milk  from 

any  dairy,  the  Medical  Officer  considers  that 
tuberculosis  may  be  caused  by  the  consumption 
of  such  milk,  the  Corporation  have  power  to 
serve  a notice  on  the  Dairyman  requiring  him 
to  appear  before  them,  and  in  the  event  of  the 
Dairyman  failing  to  show  cause  against  an 
Order,  empowering  the  Corporation  to  make  an 
Order  suspending  the  Dairyman  from  supply- 
ing milk  within  the  Borough. 

Already  it  is  apparent  that  the  immediate  effect  of  these 
powers  will  simply  be  that  any  cow  suspected  of  having 
tuberculosis  of  the  udder  will  be  immediatelv  sold.  Th 1 
powers  may  be  useful  in  enabling  the  Municipal  Corporations 
to  acquire  accurate  information  as  to  the  extent  to  which 
tuberculosis  of  the  udder  exists,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  general  legislation  upon  this  question  is  required, 
and  that  the  enforcement  of  the  Orders  should  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Countv  Authorities,  or  failing  this  some 
central  body. 

The  following  is  a list  of  the  work  which  has  been  done 
during  the  year,  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milksliops 
Orders.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  Orders  are  in  some  districts 
still  practically  a dead  letter.

Kelly’s  Directory  of  Derbyshire  gives  a list  of  over  7,000 
farmers  and  cowkeepers,  so  that  it  must  be  apparent  that  the 
Orders  are  in  many  districts  practically  a dead  letter. 

During  the  year  copies  of  the  following  Regulations  were 
forwarded  to  each  Sanitary  Authority,  and  similar  Regulations 
were  adopted  by  the  District  Councils  of  Wirksworth,  Chapel- 
en-le-Frith,  Hayfield,  and  Repton. 

THE  DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS 
ORDERS,  1885,  1886,  & 1899. 

The  above  orders  specify,  inter  aha  : — 

That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  carry  on  the 
trade  of  a dairyman  unless  he  is  registered. 

That  every  Local  Authority  SHALL  keep  a Register  of 
persons  carrying  on  in  their  District  the  trade  of  cowkeepers, 
dairymen,  &c. 

That  if  at  any  time  disease,  including  Tuberculosis  of  the 
udder,  exists  among  the  cattle,  the  milk  of  a diseased  cow  shall 
not  be  used  or  sold  for  human  food  and  shall  not  be  used  for 
food  for  swine  or  other  animals  unless  and  until  it  has  been 
boiled. 

That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  following  the 
trade  of  a cowkeeper  or  dairyman  to  occupy  as  a cowshed 
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any  building  if  and  as  long  as  the  lighting  and  the  ventilation. 
including  air  space , and  the  cleansing,  drainage,  and  water 
supply  thereof  are  not  such  as  are  necessary  or  proper 

(a)  For  the  health  and  good  condition  of  the  cattle. 

( b ) For  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  vessels. 

✓ 

(c)  For  the  protection  of  the  milk  against  infection  or 

contamination. 

That  a Local  Authority  may  from  time  to  time  make  Regu- 
lations for  regulating  the  lighting,  drainage,  and  water  supply 
of  cowsheds  for  securing  the  clealiness  of  the  milk  vessels, 
and  for  prescribing  the  precautions  to  be  taken  by  purveyors 
of  milk  for  protecting  it  against  infection  or  contamination. 


REGULATIONS 

WITH  RESPECT  TO  DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND 

MILKSHOPS. 

1.  INTERPRETATION. — Throughout  these  regulations  the 
expression  “ The  Council  ” means  the 

the  expression  “ the  District  ” means  the 

the  expression  “ Cowshed  v includes  any  dairy  in  which  milk- 
ing cows  may  be  kept,  and  the  expression  “ Cowkeeper ;; 
means  any  person  following  the  trade  of  a cowkeeper  or 
dairyman  who  is,  or  is  required  to  be,  registered  under  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order  of  1885. 

2.  FOR  THE  INSPECTION  OF  CATTLE  IN  DAIRIES. 
- — Every  occupier  of  a dairy  wherein  any  cattle  may  be 
kept,  and  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  the  In- 
spector of  Nuisances,  or  any  other  officer  of  the  Council 
specially  authorised  by  them  in  that  behalf,  may  visit  for 
the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  cattle,  and  every  person  for 
the  time  being  having  the  care  or  control  of  any  such  dairy, 
or  of  any  cattle  therein,  shall  afford  such  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  or  officer,  all  reasonable 
assistance  that  may,  for  the  purpose  of  the  inspection,  be 
required  by  him. 

PART  I. 

WITH  RESPECT  TO  COWSHEDS. 

3.  LIGHTING. — Every  cowkeeper  shall  provide  that  everv 
cowshed  in  his  occupation  shall  be  sufficiently  lighted  with 
windows,  whether  in  the  sides  or  roof  thereof,  in  such  manner 
as  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  light  into  every  part  of  the 
interior  of  such  cowshed. 
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4. '  VENTILATION. — Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause  every 
cowshed  in  his  occupation  to  be  sufficiently  ventilated,  and 
for  this  purpose  to  be  provided  with  a sufficient  number  of 
openings  into  the  external  air  in  opposite  sides  or  in  the 
side  and  roof,  so  as  to  afford  constant  effectual  means  of 
ventilation  and  keep  the  air  in  the  cowshed  in  a wholesome 
condition.  The  sectional  area  of  the  air  inlet  and  outlet  shall 
each  be  at  least  36  square  inches  per  cow. 

5.  AIR  SPACE. — (i.)  A cowkeeper  shall  not  cause  or 
suffer  any  greater  number  of  cattle  which  are  habitually 
grazed  on  grass  land  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year, 
and  when  not  so  grazed  are  habitually  turned  out  during 
a portion  of  each  day,  to  be  kept  at  any  time  within  any 
existing  building  used  by  him  as  a cowshed  than  will  admit 
of  the  provision  of  free  air  space  of  at  least  600  cubic  feet* 
for  every  cow  kept  in  such  building. 

(ii.)  A cowkeeper  shall  not  cause  or  allow  any  cowshed  in 
his  occupation  to  be  occupied  by  a larger  number  of  cowrs 
other  than  are  habitually  grazed  on  grass  land  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year,  and  when  not  so  grazed  are  habitu- 
ally turned  out  during  a portion  of  each  day,  than  will  leave 
not  less  than  800  cubic  feet  of  air  space  for  each  cow. 

(iii.)  All  new  cowsheds  shall  provide  at  least  800  cubic 
feet  for  every  cow. 

Provided  always  that : — 

(a)  In  calculating  the  air  space  for  the  purpose  of  this 
regulation,  no  space  shall  be  reckoned  which  is  more 
than  1 6 feet  above  the  floor ; but  if  the  roof  or 
ceiling  is  inclined,  then  the  mean  height  of  the 
same  above  the  floor  may  be  taken  as  the  height 
thereof  for  the  purposes  of  this  regulation. 

(b)  This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  any  cowshed  con- 

structed and  used  before  the  date  of  these  regula- 
tions coming  into  effect  until  two  years  after  that 
date. 

6.  CLEANSING. — (i).  Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause  the 
floor  of  every  cowshed  occupied  by  him  to  be  thoroughly 
cleansed,  if  necessary  with  water,  at  least  once  in  every  day, 
and  shall  cause  every  part  of  every  cowshed  in  his  occupation 
to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  may 
be  necessary  to  secure  that  such  cowsheds  shall  at  all  times 
be  reasonably  clean  and  sweet. 

♦This  cubic  space  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  leading  Veterinary  Surgeons 
quite  insufficient.  Fleming,  Duguid,  and  Pemberthy  say  it  should  be 
800  feet  in  old  sheds,  1,000 in  new  : Macfadyean,  800  in  old,  1,200  in  new. 
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(ii) .  Such  person  shall  cause  the  ceiling  or  interior  of  the 
roof,  and  the  walls  of  every  cowshed  in  his  occupation  to  be 
properly  limewashed  twice  at  least  in  every  year,  that  is  to 
say,  once  during  the  month  of  May  and  once  during  the 
month  of  October,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be 
necessary. 

Provided  that  this  requirement  shall  not  apply  to  any 
part  of  such  ceiling,  roof  or  walls,  that  may  be  properly 
painted,  or  varnished,  or  constructed  of  or  covered  with  any 
material  such  as  to  render  the  limewashing  unsuitable  or 
inexpedient,  and  that  may  be  otherwise  properly  cleansed. 

(iii)  He  shall  cause  the  floor  of  every  such  cowshed  to  be 
thoroughly  swept,  and  all  dung  and  other  offensive  matter 
to  be  removed  from  the  cowshed  as  often  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  not  less  than  once  in  every  day. 

7.  DRAINAGE.— (i.)  Every  Cowkeeper  shall  cause  the 
drainage  of  every  cowshed  in  his  occupation  to  be  so  arranged 
that  all  liquid  matter  which  may  fall  or  be  cast  upon  the 
floor  may  be  conveyed  by  a suitable  open  channel  to  a drain 
inlet  situate  in  the  open  air  at  a proper  distance  from  any 
door  or  window  of  such  cowshed,  or  to  some  other  suitable 
place  of  disposal  which  is  so  situate. 

(ii.)  He  shall  not  cause  or  suffer  any  inlet  to  any  drain 
of  such  cowshed  to  be  within  such  cowshed. 

8.  WATER  SUPPLY — (1)  Every  cowkeeper  shall  keep  in, 
or  in  connection  with,  every  cowshed  in  his  occupation  a 
supply  of  water  suitable  and  sufficient  for  all  such  purposes 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  reasonably  necessary. 

(ii.)  He  shall  cause  any  receptacle  which  may  be  provided 
for  such  water  to  be  emptied  and  thoroughly  cleansed  from 
time  to  time  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the 
pollution  of  any  water  that  may  be  stored  therein,  and  where 
such  receptacle  is  used  for  the  storage  only  of  water  he  shall 
cause  it  to  be  properly  covered  and  ventilated,  and  so  placed 
as  to  be  at  all  times  readily  accessible. 

PART  II. 

WITH  RESPECT  TO  DAIRIES. 

9.  In  this  part,  the  expression  “ Dairy  ” means  a dairy  in 
which  cattle  are  not  kept. 

10.  LIGHTING. — Every  cowkeeper  shall  provide  that 
every  dairy  in  his  occupation  shall  be  sufficiently  lighted  with 
windows,  whether  in  the  sides  or  roof  thereof,  so  as  to  secure 
the  passage  of  light  into  every  part  of  the  interior  of  such 
dairy. 
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11.  VENTILATION. — Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause  every 
dairy  in  his  occupation  to  be  sufficiently  ventilated,  and  for 
this  purpose  to  be  provided  with  a sufficient  number  of 
openings  into  the  external  air  to  keep  the  air  in  the  dairy 
in  a wholesome  condition. 

12.  CLEANSING.— (i.)  Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause  every 
part  of  the  interior  of  every  dairy  in  his  occupation  to  be 
thoroughly  cleansed  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  may  be 
necessary  to  secure  that  such  dairy  shall  be  at  all  times 
reasonably  clean  and  sweet. 

(ii.)  He  shall  cause  the  floor  of  every  such  dairy  to  be 
thoroughly  cleansed  with  water  at  least  once  in  every  day. 
day. 

13.  DRAINAGE. — -(i.)  Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause  the 
drainage  of  every  dairy  in  his  occupation  to  be  so  arranged 
that  all  liquid  matter  which  may  fall  or  be  cast  upon  the  floor 
may  be  conveyed  by  a suitable  open  channel  to  the  outside 
of  such  dairy,  and  may  there  be  received  in  a suitable  gulley 
communicating  with  a proper  and  sufficient  drain. 

(ii.)  He  shall  not  cause  or  suffer  any  inlet  to  any  drain  of 
such  dairy  to  be  within  such  dairy. 

14.  WATER  SUPPLY. — (i.)  Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause 
every  dairy  in  his  occupation  to  be  provided  with  an  adequate 
supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water  for  the  cleansing  of 
such  dairy  and  of  any  vessels  that  may  be  used  therein  for 
containing  milk,  and  for  all  other  reasonable  and  necessary 
purposes  in  connection  with  the  use  thereof. 

(ii.)  He  shall  cause  every  cistern  or  other  receptacle  in 
which  any  such  water  may  be  stored  to  be  properly  covered 
and  ventilated,  and  so  placed  as  to  be  at  all  times  readily 
accessible. 

(iii.)  He  shall  cause  every  such  cistern  or  receptacle  to  be 
emptied  and  thoroughly  cleansed  from  time  to  time  as  often 
as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  any  water 
that  may  be  stored  therein. 

For  securing  the  cleanliness  of  Milk  Stores,  Milk  Shops,  and 
of  Milk  Vessels  used  for  containing  Milk,  for  Sale  by  persons 
folloiving  the  trade  of  Cowkcepers  or  Dairymen. 

15.  CLEANLINESS  OF  MILK  STORES  AND  MILK 
SHOPS. — Every  cowkeeper  who  is  the  occupier  of  a milk  store 
or  milk  shop  shall  cause  every  part  of  the  interior  of  such 
milk  store  or  milk  shop  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  from  time 
to  time  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  such  milk 
store  or  milk  shop  in  a thorough  state  of  cleanliness, 
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16.  CLEANLINESS  OF  MILK  VESSELS.— (i.)  Every 
cowkeeper  shall  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  may  be  necess- 
ary cause  every  milk  vessel  that  may  be  used  by  him  for  con- 
taining milk  for  sale  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  with  steam  or 
clean  boiling  water,  and  shall  otherwise  take  all  proper  pre- 
cautions for  the  maintenance  of  such  milk  vessel  in  a 
constant  state  of  cleanliness. 

(ii.)  He  shall,  on  every  occasion  when  any  such  vessel  shall 
have  been  used  to  contain  milk,  or  shall  have  been  returned 
to  him  after  having  been  out  of  his  possession,  cause  such 
vessel  to  be  forthwith  so  cleansed. 

For  prescribing  precautions  to  be  taken  by  Purveyors  of  Milk, 
and  Perso7is  selling  Milk  by  retail  against  infection  or 
contamination. 

17.  (i.)  Every  purveyor  of  milk  or  person  selling  milk  by 
retail  shall  take  all  reasonable  and  proper  precautions  in,  and 
m connection  with,  the  storage  and  distribution  of  the  milk, 
and  otherwise,  to  prevent  the  exposure  of  the  milk  to  any 
infection  or  contamination. 

(ii.)  He  shall  not  deposit  or  keep  any  milk  intended  for 
sale — 

(a)  in  any  room  or  place  where  it  would  be  liable  to 
become  infected  or  contaminated  by  impure  air,  or 
by  any  offensive,  noxious,  or  deleterious  gas  or  sub- 
stance, or  by  any  noxious  or  injurious  emanation, 
exhalation,  or  effluvium ; or 

(b)  in  any  room  used  as  a kitchen  or  as  a living  room ; or 

(c)  in  any  room  or  building,  or  part  of  a building  com- 

municating directly  by  door,  window,  or  otherwise 
with  any  room  used  as  a sleeping  room,  or  in  which 
there  may  be  any  person  suffering  from  any  infec- 
tious or  contagious  disease,  or  which  may  have  been 
used  by  any  person  suffering  from  any  such  disease 
and  may  not  have  been  properly  disinfected  : or 

(d)  in  any  room  or  part  of  a building  in  which  there 
may  be  any  direct  inlet  to  any  drain. 

(iii.)  He  shall  not  keep  milk  for  sale,  or  cause  or  suffer  any 
such  milk  to  be  placed,  in  any  vessel,  receptacle  or  utensil 
which  is  not  thoroughly  clean  . 

(iv.)  He  shall  cause  every  vessel,  receptacle,  or  utensil  used 
by  him  for  containing  milk  for  sale  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed 
with  steam  or  clean  boiling  water  after  it  shall  have  been  used 
and  to  be  maintained  in  a constant  state  of  cleanliness. 


(v.)  He  shall  not  cause  or  suffer  any  cow  belonging  to  him 
or  under  his  care  or  control  to  be  milked  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  milk  for  sale — 

(а)  Unless,  at  the  time  of  milking,  the  udder  and  teats 

of  such  cow  are  thoroughly  clean  ; and 

(б)  Unless  the  hands  of  the  person  milking  such  cow 

also  are  thoroughly  clean  and  free  from  all  infection 
and  contamination. 

18.  PENALTIES. — Every  person  who  shall  offend  against 
any  of  the  foregoing  regulations  shall  be  liable  for  every  such 
offence  to  a penalty  of  five  pounds,  and  in  the  case  of  a con- 
tinuing offence  to  a further  penalty  of  forty  shillings  for 
each  day  after  written  notice  of  the  offence  from  the  Council. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  justices  or  court  before 
whom  any  complaint  may  be  made  or  any  proceedings  may 
be  taken  in  respect  of  any  such  offence  may,  if  they  think 
fit,  adjudge  the  payment  as  a penalty  of  any  such  sum  less 
than  the  full  amount  of  the  penalty  imposed  by  this  regula- 
tion. 

19.  COMMENCEMENT  OF  THE  REGULATIONS.— 
These  regulations  shall  come  into  force  on  and  after  the 

da}^  of  19 

20.  REVOCATION  OF  REGULATIONS.— From  and 
after  the  date  on  which  these  regulations  shall  come  into 
force,  all  regulations  heretofore  made  under,  or  having  effect 
in  pursuance  of,  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order 
of  1885,  shall,  so  far  as  the  same  are  now  in  force  in  the 
district,  be  revoked. 


HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACTS. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  table  of  work  done  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  61  houses  in  the  County  were  declared 
as  unfit  for  habitation. 

There  are  many  small  Urban  Districts  in  which  the  Sanitary 
Authority  would  be  well  advised  in  preparing  a small  scheme 
under  the  Act  of  1890,  either  for  the  erection  of  a Comfnon 
Lodging  House,  which  course  is  recommended  by  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Clay  Cross,  Long  Eaton,  and  Heanor,  or  for  sepa- 
rate fiats,  on  the  Scotch  system  as  recommended  by  Dr. 
Richards,  of  Chesterfield. 

In  the  Borough  of  Chesterfield  legal  notices  were  served  in 
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respect  of  thirty-three  houses  reported  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  as  “ unfit  for  habitation.”  Six  of  these  were  closed, 
twelve  are  under  repair,  three  in  process  of  reconstruction,  and 
further  proceedings  were  pending  at  the  time  the  report  was 
written  with  regard  to  the  rest 

Dr.  Richards,  whose  care  and  experience  entitle;  him  to  be 
regarded  as  an  authority,  writes,  “ This  work  is  hampered  by 
the  dearth  of  new  houses  suitable  for  the  poorest  class  of 
tenant.  Such  houses  must  be  capable  of  being  let  at  a rent 
not  exceeding  one  shilling  per  room  per  week.  In  my  opinion 
private  enterprise  is  incapable  of  catering  for  the  residuum  and 
the  time  has  come  for  the  town  to  erect  a small  number  of 
artizans’  dwellings.  Probably  the  most  economical  plan  will 
be  on  the  lines  of  the  Scotch  dwellings.”  These  are  three- 
storied  buildings,  each  floor  serving  as  a separate  tenement 
with  separate  approach  from  the  outside.  Dr.  Richards  adds 
the  following  opportune  note  of  warning,  “No  attempt  should 
be  made  to  buy  up  insanitary  areas,  all  such  schemes  have 
invariably  proved  most  expensive,  and  money  which  might 
have  been  devoted  to  new  buildings  has  had  to  be  spent  in 
compensating  the  rack-renting  owners  of  insanitary  property.” 
If  the  Sanitary  Authorities  provided  new  houses  they  need 
then  have  no  hesitation  in  gradually  closing  unhealthy 
houses  and  would  not  have  to  pay  compensation  to  those  who 
have  allowed  the  houses  to  become  unfit  for  habitation. 


THE  FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  given,  pages  42  & 43,  the  duties 
of  the  various  Sanitary  Authorities  with  regard  to  the  Factory 
Acts  are  not  anything  like  thoroughly  enforced.  This  is  no 
doubt  to  a great  extent  due  to  the  fact  that  the  duties  of  a 
Sanitary  Authority  under  the  Act  have  not  been  codified.  I 
have,  therefore,  drawn  up  the  following  list  of  duties  of  a 
Sanitary  Authority.  A copy  of  this  has  been  sent  to  every 
Authority  in  the  County,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  next  year 
I shall  be  able  to  place  on  record  complete  returns  of  all  work- 
shops in  the  County. 

DUTIES  OF  SANITARY  AUTHORITIES  UNDER 
FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

It  is  not  generally  understood  that  the  sanitary  condition  of 
all  workshops,  that  is  to  say,  works  where  no  steam,  water,  or 
other  mechanical  power  is  used,  is  now  under  the  supervision 
of  the  various  District  Councils. 
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1895  Act,  Sec.  41. 

Every  person  in  occupation  of  a workshop  shall  serve  on  the 
Factory  Inspector  for  the  district  a written  notice  containing 
the  name  of  the  workshop,  the  place  where  it  is  situate,  and 
tiie  address  to  which  letters  should  be  addressed.  Any  notice 
so  served  shall  be  forthwith  forwarded  to  the  Santtary  Authority 
of  the  district  in  which  the  workshop  is  situate.  The  powers 
under  this  section  will  enable  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  obtain 
a complete  list  of  all  workshops  within  their  districts. 

1895  Act,  Sec.  1. 

Any  workshop  shall  be  deemed  to  be  overcrowded  and  dan- 
gerous to  health,  within  the  meaning  of  the  91st  section  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  if  the  number  of  cubic  feet  per  head  is  less 
than  250,  or,  during  overtime,  400  cubic  feet  per  head. 

1891  Act,  Sec.  4. 

Every  workshop  must  be  kept  free  from  effluvia  arising  from 
any  drain,  water  closet,  earth  closet,  privy,  urinal,  or  other 
nuisance,  and  unless  so  kept  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a nuisance 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

Where  the  Medical  Officer  or  Inspector  of  Nuisances  notifies 
to  any  Sanitary  Authority  that  the  limewashing  and  purifying 
of  any  workshop  is  necessary  for  the  health  of  the  persons 
employed  therein,  the  Sanitary  Authority  shall  give  notice  in 
writing  to  the  owner  or  occupier  to  cleanse  or  purify  the  same. 
If  the  owner  or  occupier  fails  to  comply  he  is  liable  to  a fine  of 
10s.  a day  during  such  time  as  he  makes  default,  and  the  Sani- 
tary Authority  may  cause  the  workshop  to  be  limewashed, 
cleansed,  or  purified  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  occupier.

Where  it  appears  to  the  Inspector  of  Factories  that  there  is 
any  neglect  or  default  in  relation  to  any  drain,  water  closet, 
earth  closet,  privy,  ashpit,  water  supply,  nuisance,  or  other 
matters  remediable  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  it  is  his  duty 
to  give  notice  of  such  nuisance  to  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  inform  the  Inspector 
of  the  proceedings  taken  in  consequence,  and  if  no  proceedings 
are  taken  within  one  month,  the  Inspector  may  take  proceed- 
ings as  if  he  were  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  is  entitled  to 
recover  all  expenses  he  incurs  in  and  about  the  proceedings 
from  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

1883  Act,  Sec.  17. 

With  regard  to  retail  bakehouses,  the  duty  of  enforcing  the 
clauses  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  which  relate  to 
cleanliness,  ventilation,  overcrowding,  and  other  sanitary  con- 
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ditions  devolves  upon  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  have  the  same  powers  of  entry,  inspection, 
and  taking  legal  proceedings  as  an  Inspector  under  the  Factory 
and  Workshop  Act,  1878. 

1883  Act,  Sec.  15. 

The  following  special  provisions  apply  to  bakehouses  : — 

(1)  No  water  closet,  earth  closet,  privy,  or  ashpit  shall 
be  within  or  communicate  directly  with  the  bakehouse. 

(2)  Any  cistern  for  supplying  water  to  the  bakehouse 
shall  be  separate  and  distinct  from  any  cistern  for  supplying 
the  water  to  a water  closet. 

(3)  No  drain  or  pipe  for  carrying  off  foecal  or  sewage 
matter  shall  have  an  opening  with  the  bakehouse. 

1895  Act,  Sec.  35. 

Every  factory  and  workshop  must  be  provided  with  sufficient 
and  suitable  accommodation  in  the  way  of  sanitary  conveni- 
ences for  persons  of  both  sexes,  and  where  it  appears  to  an 
Urban  Sanitary  Authority  which  has  adopted  the  Public  Health 
Amendment  Act,  1890,  on  the  report  of  their  Surveyor,  that 
sufficient  and  suitable  accommodation  is  not  provided,  they 
may,  if  they  think  fit,  require  the  owner  or  occupier  to  make 
such  alterations  and  conditions  as  may  be  required. 

In  Rural  Districts,  and  in  Urban  Districts  which  have  not 
adopted  the  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  a factory  which 
does  not  provide  suitable  and  sufficient  separate  accommoda- 
tion for  each  sex  shall  be  deemed  not  to  be  kept  in  conformity 
with  the  Factory  Act.

The  duty  is  imposed  on  all  Sanitary  Authorities  to  see  that 
all  Factories  constructed  after  the  1st  of  January,  1892,  in 
which  more  than  forty  persons  are  employed,  of  examining  and 
certifying  that  the  factory  is  provided  on  the  storeys  above 
ground  with  sufficient  means  of  escape  for  the  persons  em- 
ployed therein,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Sanitary  Authority 
from  time  to  time  to  examine  all  the  factories  where  more  than 
forty  persons  are  employed,  and  in  the  event  of  a factory  not 
being  so  provided  it  is  their  duty  to  serve  a notice  on  the  owner 
or  occupier  within  the  meaning  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
specifying  the  measures  necessary  for  providing  such  means  of 
escape,  and  in  the  event  of  the  notice  not  being  complied  with, 
the  owner  is  liable  to  a penalty  of  <£1  per  dav. 

All  expenses  incurred  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  in  the  per- 
formance of  this  duty  shall  be  deferred  in  an  Urban  District  as 
part  of  the  cost  of  administrating  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
and  in  a Rural  District  by  a special  charge  on  the  contributory 
place  in  which  the  factory  is  situate. 
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1895  Act,  Sec.  (>. 

Any  occupier  of  a factory,  workshop,  or  laundry  who  allows 
wearing  apparel  to  be  made,  cleaned,  or  repaired  in  any  dwell- 
ing-house or  building,  whilst  any  inmate  of  the  building  is 
suffering  from  scarlet  fever  or  small-pox,  is  liable  to  a fine  not 
exceeding  £10  unless  he  proves  he  was  not  aware  of  the  exist- 
ence of  such  disease  or  could  not  be  expected  to  become  aware 
of  it. 

1895,  Act,  Sec.  29. 

Every  Medical  Practitioner  called  in  to  a patient  suffering 
from  lead,  phosphorus,  or  arsenical  poisoning,  or  anthrax  con- 
tracted in  a factory  or  workshop,  shall,  under  a penalty  of  40s. 
in  default,  notify  the  same  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories 
at  the  Home  Office,  London.

The  duties  as  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  at  the  end  of  this  re- 
port relate  to  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  houses,  to  the  effi- 
ciency of  drains,  traps  and  water  closets,  to  the  sanitary  condition 
of  ashpits,  privies,  the  surface  of  yards,  rain  water  gutters  and 
down  spouts,  to  the  sufficiency  of  water  supplies,  to  the  keeping  of 
animals  so  as  not  to  be  nuisances,  to  the  sanitary  condition  of 
canal  boats,  taking  precautions  against  infectious  disease  and 
to  the  inspection  of  meat  and  other  articles  of  food. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  described  as  the  eyes  and 
ears  of  a Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  Inspectors  are  the 
Sanitary  patrols,  and  upon  the  efficiency  of  the  way  in  which 
they  do  their  work  the  safety  of  the  community  to  a very  great 
extent  depends 
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SCAVENGING  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

By  Section  40  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  Sanitary  Authority  to  provide  that  every  privy 
or  ashpit  within  their  district  is  kept  so  as  not  to  be  a 
nuisance.  This  is  a duty  which  does  not  receive  the  attention 
which  its  importance  merits.  There  are  few  districts  without 
large,  uncovered  privies,  sunk  below  the  ground,  and  capable 
of  holding  the  excreta  and  house  refuse  for  many  months. 
The  emanations  from  this  accumulation  of  decomposing  matter 
in  close  proximity  to  the  dwellings,  is  an  important  factor  in 
the  causation  of  disease. 

The  perfection  of  cleanliness  from  a practical  point  of  view 
consists  of  a water  closet  for  excrement  removal,  and  a 
covered  iron  ash  bin  for  the  house  refuse,  which  is  removed 
each  week  by  the  Sanitary  Authority.  Here  there  is  a 
continuous  outflow  of  refuse  at  the  same  rate  as  its  incoming. 

URBAN  DISTRICTS. 

At  AJfreton , Dr.  Gaylor  reports  there  are  1,500  houses 
where  the  ashpit  contents  are  only  occasionally  removed,  and, 
referring  to  the  practice  of  having  the  refuse  removed  by  the 
householder,  he  points  out  that  what  this  in  practice  amounts 
to,  is  that  several  loads  of  refuse  are  removed  from  the  ashpit 
on  to  the  surface  of  the  yard  ; the  pressure  of  the  moment  is 
relieved,  but  the  pit  is  never  “bottomed.”  Dr.  Gaylor  quotes 
the  opinion  of  the  late  Sir  Robert  Rawlinson,  that  scavenging 
is  the  most  important  sanitary  work.  “Your  sewers,’’ says  this 
authority,  “ your  drains,  and  your  water  supply  are  all  second- 
ary considerations  if  your  scavenging  is  neglected.” 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of.  Ashbourne  recommends 

the  construction  rf  a destructor  for  dealing  with  the  house 

refuse.  If  a destructor  is  constructed  it  should  undoubtedly' 
>>  m v 
be  upon  the  site  of  the  sewage  disposal  works;  the  crushed 

clinker  from  the  destructor  being  used  for  the  construction 

of  the  biological  filters  for  purifying  the  sewage. 

The  M edical ' Officer  of  Bolsover  writes,  “For  several  years 
I have  urged  that  parts  of  the  district  should  be  publicly 
scavenged.  This  is  still  not  carried  out.  I trust  that  this 
glaring  want  will  be  quickly  rectified.” 

At  Buxton  where  the  scavenging  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Sanitary  Authority,  4,369  loads  of  house  refuse  were  removed 
during  the  year.  The  refuse  is  removed  weekly.  Some  20  tons 
of  refuse  are  burnt  per  day,  producing  about  6 tons  of  clinker 
and  ashes,  which  sell  at  from  sixpence  to  ninepence  a load, 
this  is  about  the  cost  of  burning.  There  are  in  Buxton  com- 
paratively few  of  that  barbarous  survival — the  privy  midden, 
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and  each  year  the  number  becomes  less,  so  that  we  have  here 
something  approaching  the  perfection  of  cleanliness  that  should 
be  aimed  at,  and  it  is  worth  while  to  test  the  truth  of  Sir 
Robert  Rawlinson’s  dictum,  by  comparing  the  death  rate 
of  Buxton  from  filth  diseases  with  that  of  the  rest  of  the 
County. 

Taking  the  ordinary  “filth  diseases,”  namely,  diarrhoea  and 
typhoidal  fevers,  the  death  rates  are  as  follows  : —

In  the  third  line  of  the  above  table  I have  introduced  the 
comparative  rainfall  figures  for  each  year,  showing  the  relative 
amount  of  natural  scavenging  which  takes  place.*  The  table 
not  only  shows  that  Buxton  with  its  efficient  scavenging  only 
has  one-fifth  of  the  deaths  from  filth  diseases  that  the  rest 
of  the  County  has,  but  it  also  shows  that  in  the  years  when 
the  rainfall  was  highest  the  comparative  figure  being  107, 
the  death  rate  from  diarrhoea!  diseases  was  lowest;  when 
the  rainfall  was  lowest  the  comparative  figure  being  87  per 
cent  of  the  average  of  the  rainfall  of  the  last  37  years,  the 
death  rate  from  filth  diseases  was  highest. 

The  influence  of  proper  scavenging  upon  the  causation  of 
diarrhoea  and  filth  diseases  in  Chesterfield  is  referred  to  by 
Dr.  Richards.  The  deaths  from  diarrhoea  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age,  in  the  summer  quarter,  for  the  last  six  years, 
were  as  follows  : —

“It  is  striking,”  writes  Dr.  Richards,  “that  the  last  three 
years  corresponds  to  a period  during  which  the  scavenging 
has  been  carried  out  under  new  contractors,  who,  in  two  of 
the  Wards,  have  scandalously  neglected  their  work.  Still 
more  striking  is  the  fact  that  the  great  increase  in  summer 
diarrhoea  has  been  exactly  in  those  two  Wards.” 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  Corporation  have  now 
taken  the  scavenging  into  their  own  hands.  The  whole  town 
is  divided  into  districts  and  visited  by  scavengers  in  rotation. 
As  far  as  possible  all  refuse  is  put  direct  into  the  cart  without 
fouling  the  surface  of  the  ground.  Dr.  Richards  recommends 
a watering  cart  and  hose  for  the  purpose  of  washing  down  the 
surface  of  the  ground  befouled.  He  also  recommends  that  the

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fewest  number  of  privy  middens  be  emptied  during  the 
diarrhoea  season,  viz : — J uly,  August,  and  September.  The 
Corporation  has  adopted  a recommendation  that  water  closets 
be  substituted  for  insanitary  privies,  and,  during  the  year, 
some  52  conversions  were  made. 

During  the  year  a Horsfall’s  destructor  was  erected  on  the 
sewage  farm,  at  a cost  of  £1,600.  This  destructor,  which  has 
two  cells  and  is  worked  by  a forced  draught,  burns  20  tons 
of  refuse  per  day.  With  average  refuse  the  boiler  gives 
about  100  indicated  horse  power  continually,  and  maintains 
this  at  120  lbs.  pressure.  The  cost  of  burning  the  20  tons 
of  refuse  is  about  12s.  a day.  The  steam  is  utilized  for  granu- 
lating the  clinker  by  an  ingenious  apparatus.  The  granulated 
breeze  is  utilized  for  constructing  the  biological  filters,  and  so 
slowly,  no  doubt,  but  steadily,  the  solid  refuse  is  utilized  as 
a means  of  puryfying  the  liquid  sewage  by  the  aid  of  micro- 
organisms. The  whole  scheme  which  is  largely  the  outcome 
of  Mr.  James  Pearson’s  energy  and  foresight,  is  an  object 
lesson  in  refuse  disposal  which  it  would  repay  the  members 
of  any  Sanitary  Authority  to  inspect. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Clay  Gross  trusts  that  before  his 
next  report  is  made,  the  District  Council  will  take  into  their 
own  hands  the  collection  and  disposal  of  the  night  soil,  and 
consider  the  advisability  of  constructing  a refuse  destructor. 

At  Dr  on  field  the  collection  of  the  house  refuse  is  still  in 
the  hands  of  the  individual  owners  of  property. 

The  only  reference  to  this  all  important  question  contained  in 
the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Glossop , is 
“ An  excellent  motion  has  been  made  in  Committee  by  a 
member  of  the  Council,  that  there  should  be  a reform  in  the 
ashpits  in  the  neighbourhood.”  For  an  important  Borough 
like  Glossop,  no  reform  should  suffice  short  of  the  adoption 
of  water  closets,  and  the  weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  to 
a destructor. 

At  Hecuior  the  Medical  Officer  reports  “ there  still  remains 
great  room  for  improvement,  although  the  matter  is  better 
than  when  left  to  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  property.” 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Ilkeston  calls  the  earnest  attention 
of  the  Corporation  to  the  necessity  for  providing  a refuse 
destructor,  and  I can  endorse  his  advice. 

At  Long  Eaton  the  Medical  Officer  advocates  the  abolition 
of  all  wet  middens  and  the  substitution  of  more  convenient 
receptacles  for  ashes  and  refuse.  If  a destructor  were  con- 
structed on  the  sewage  farm,  the  heat  could  be  utilized  for 
pumping  the  sewage,  and  the  clinker  used  for  the  construction 
of  biological  filters, 
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At  Matlock  Bath  the  public  scavenging  continues  to  be 
carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

At  Matlock  the  whole  question  has  received  most  careful 
attention ; an  exhaustive  report  having  been  made  by  Mr. 
Clark,  the  Town  Surveyor.  He  reports  that  there  are  m the 
district  1,095  houses,  of  this  number  805  are  provided  with 
privy  accommodation,  the  bulk  of  which  are  badly  located 
or  otherwise  defective ; 290  houses  have  water  closets. 

Mr.  Clark  invites  the  Matlock  Council  to  consider  what 
can  be  done  to  improve  this  condition  of  affairs,  and  there  are 
two  alternatives  that  suggest  themselves,  the  first  is  the  con- 
version of  the  privy  middens  to  water  closets,  the  second  the 
substitution  of  pail  closets  for  privy  middens.  The  conversion 
of  the  privy  middens  to  water  closets  would  involve  an  ex- 
penditure, Mr.  Clark  estimates,  of  £6,000,  while  the  capital 
expenditure  involved  in  the  pail  system  would  be  £4,000 ; 
but,  considering  the  hilly  nature  of  the  district,  Mr.  Clark 
properly  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  water  carriage 
system. 

V 

With  Mr.  Clark's  recommendation  I am  in  cordial  agree- 
ment. Matlock,  before  entertaining  for  a moment  the  idea 
of  the  pail  system,  should  find  out  the  experience  of  Wolver- 
hampton, Birmingham,  and  other  large  towns  which  adopted 
this  system  years  ago,  and  are  now  abandoning  it  in  favour  of 
water  closets.  Dr.  Boobyer,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
Notingham,  has  found  that  in  that  town  for  10  years  there 
was  one  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  every  120  houses  with 
pail  closets ; while  there  was  only  one  case  in  every  558 
houses  with  water  closets. 

For  a health  resort  to  adopt  any  system  so  inherently 
filthy  as  the  pail  system  is  a suicidal  policy,  but  apart  from 
the  health  aspects  of  the  question,  on  financial  grounds  water 
closets  will  be  found  in  the  long  run  more  economical.  The 
cost  of  removal  will  be  found  to  be  at  least  2d.  per  pail  per 
week,  or  £433  per  annum ; this  too  for  collection  only,  for 
the  filthy  stuff  will  have  to  be  got  rid  of ; so  that  the  interest 
on  more  than  £10,000  will  be  wasted.  Under  the  circum- 
stances, the  Matlock  District  Council  ought  to  have  no  hesi- 
tation in  carrying  out  Mr.  Clark’s  recommendation,  and  spend 
£6,000  in  the  conversion  of  privy  middens  to  water  closets. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  New  Mill * complains  that  the  Dis- 
trict Council  has  not  yet  undertaken  the  duty  of  public 
scavenging. 

At  Ripley  the  Council  are  trying,  in  an  experimental  wav, 
the  removal  of  the  house  refuse  by  their  own  servants. 

At  Swadlincote  the  Medical  Officer  reports  that  on  the 
whole  the  scavenging  had  been  carried  out  well, 
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RURAL  DISTRICTS. 

Progress  is  also  being  made  in  the  Rural  Districts.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Ashbourne  Rural  District  recommends 
public  scavenging  for  Middleton  - by  - Wirksworth.  Dr. 
Littlewood  reports  that  in  the  Blackwell  Rural  District,  with 
the  exception  of  a few  isolated  parts,  the  scavenging  of  ^ the 
entire  district  is  now  complete,  the  cost  being  something 
between  3s.  6d.  and  5s.  6d.  per  house  per  annum.  Dr.  Peck 
recommends  that  public  scavenging  should  be  adopted  in  the 
populous  parishes  of  Eckington  and  Staveley  in  the  Chester- 
field Rural  District.  At  the  present  time,  the  Council 
contract  for  the  scavenging  of  Ashover,  Baslow,  Beighton, 
Brimington,  Coal  Aston,  Dronfield,  Woodhouse,  Hasland. 
Heath,  Holmesfield,  Killamarsli,  North  Wingfield,  Pilsley, 
Shirland  and  Higham,  and  Tupton.  This  list  is  evidence 
that  the  sanitary  administration  of  large  Rural  Districts,  with 
their  Sanitary  Officers  devoting  their  whole  time  to  Sanitary 
work,  is  more  efficient  than  that  of  the  smaller  Urban 
Districts. 


POWER  TO  ADOPT  WATER  CLOSETS. 

Very  large  sums  of  money  have  been  spent  by  Sanitary 
Authorities  in  providing  efficient  sewers  and  sewage  disposal 
schemes,  and  in  procuring  sufficient  supplies  of  water.  Un- 
fortunately, at  the  present  time,  the  sewers  are  not  being 
thoroughly  utilized  by  using  them  for  excrement  removal, 
by  the  adoption  of  water  closets.  As  will  be  seen  from  refer- 
ence to  the  Inspectors'  reports,  a few  privy  middens  are  con- 
verted to  water  closets  each  vear,  but  the  number  of  new 
houses  provided  with  privy  middens  erected  each  year,  far 
out-balances  the  conversions  made.  Unfortunately,  without 
a Provisional  Order,  the  Local  Authorities  have  not  sufficient 
power  to  insist  on  the  general  adoption  of  water  closets,  and 
many  are  deterred  from  obtaining  a Provisional  Order  by 
fear  of  the  expense.  What  is  required  is,  for  the  County 
Council  or  the  Local  Government  Board  to  get  passed  a short 
adoptive  Act.  Now  that  most  parts  of  the  County  have 
secured  by  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Act,  an  ample  supply 
of  water  for  all  future  time,  the  general  adoption  of  water 
closets  is  the  next  step  in  the  sanitary  ladder  which  should 
be  taken. 

The  form  the  powers  I suggest  as  being  required  should 
take,  is  given  below  in  certain  clauses  quoted  from  Article  3 
of  the  Leicester  Order,  contained  in  the  Local  Government 
Board’s  Provisional  Orders  Confirmation  (No.  19)  Act,  1896. 
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(1)  “ When  a sewer  and  water  supply  sufficient  for  a water 

closet  are  reasonably  available,  the  Corporation 
may  from  time  to  time  by  written  notice  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  any  building,  require  any 
existing  closet  accommodation  (other  than  water 
closet)  provided  at  on  in  connection  with  such 
building,  to  be  altered  so  as  to  be  converted  into 
a water  closet  which  shall  comply  with  the  bye- 
laws for  the  time  being  in  force,  and  shall  com- 
municate with  a sewer,  and  they  may  also  require 
a separate  moveable  or  other  receptacle  for  ashes 
and  house  refuse,  to  be  provided  at  or  in  connection 
with  such  building.” 

(2)  “ If  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  building  fail  in 

any  respect  to  comply  with  a notice  from  the 
Corporation  under  sub-division  (1)  of  this  Article, 
the  Corporation  may  at  the  expiration  of  a time 
to  be  specified  in  the  notice  (not  being  less  than 
thirty  days  after  the  service  of  the  notice),  do  the 
work  specified  in  such  notice,  and  may  recover  in 
a summary  manner,  or  by  proceedings  in  the 
County  Court,  from  the  owner  or  owners,  the  ex- 
penses  incurred  by  the  Corporation  in  so  doing  : ” 

“ Provided  that  if  in  any  case  such  alteration  shall  be 
required  in  respect  of  any  closet  accommodation 
which,  prior  to  the  service  of  the  notice  under 
sub-division  (1)  of  this  Article  shall  not  have  been 
certified  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  be 
insufficient  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  building,  or 
to  be  a nuisance  or  injurious  to  health,  then  the 
whole  of  such  expenses  shall  be  borne  by  the 
Corporation.” 

(3)  “ The  Corporation  may  contribute  towards  the  expenses 

incurred  in  making  any  alteration  of  any  closet 
accommodation  in  pursuance  of  this  Article  in 
any  case  m which  they  may  not  be  required  to  bear 
any  part  of  such  expense.” 

(4)  “ The  notice  under  the  provisions  of  sub-division  (1) 

of  this  Article  shall  state  the  effect  of  the  pro- 
vision of  this  Article.” 

(5)  “ Any  moneys  expended  by  the  Corporation  under  the 

provisions  of  this  Article  shall  so  far  as  they  are 
not  defrayed  by  means  of  borrowed  moneys  be  paid 
out  of  the  district  fund  and  general  district  rates.”

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  One  hundred 
and  five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  20  of  Enteric  Fever,  and  2 
of  Diphtheria  were  reported.  Twenty-three  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  2 of  Enteric  were  removed  to  the  Belper  Hospital. 
Only  45  houses  were  disinfected,  and  the  bedding,  carpets, 
&c.,  were  not  disinfected  in  these.  Dr.  Gaylor  recommends 
his  Authority  to  procure  a cart  for  the  removal  of  infected 
bedding  to  the  Belper  Hospital.  It  would  be  better  if  the 
Belper  Hospital  Committee  established  a subsidiary  disinfect- 
ing station  near  Alfreton,  for  Alfreton,  Ripley,  and  the 
adjoining  Rural  Parishes. 

General  Sanitation.  Dr.  Gaylor  again  asks  the  Authority 
to  make  a reasonable  byelaw  with  regard  to  the  keeping  of 
pigs  in  close  proximity  to  dwelling-houses.  He  recommends 
that  public  scavenging  be  extended  to  the  entire  district,  and 
that  the  refuse  be  burnt  in  a destructor.  As  it  will  be 
necessary  to  construct  biological  filters  at  the  various  sewage 
outfalls,  if  a destructor  is  erected,  it  should  be  built  at  tlie 
sewage  outfall  to  which  the  greatest  volume  of  sewage  can  be 
brought  ; this  is  probably  the  Highfield  outfall.  The  clinker 
from  the  refuse  makes  excellent  filtering  material.  If  water 
closets  are  generally  adopted  (and  there  is  no  doubt  that  they 
ought  to  be  now  that  an  abundance  of  pure  water  has  been 
secured  for  this  Authority  for  all  future  time),  the  refuse  will 
be  kept  so  dry  that  the  heat  produced  by  its  burning  will  be 
worth  utilizing  in  lighting  the  district  with  electricity.

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  reported  during  the  year. 

General  Sanitation.  During  the  year  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Prevention  Act,  and  the  Public  Health  Amendment  Act  were 
adopted. 

The  question  of  scavenging  is  still  in  an  unsatisfactory 
position.  Dr.  Fentem  again  urges  the  District  Council  to 
give  this  matter  their  serious  consideration.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  this  question,  and  that  of  the  disposal  of  the 
sewage  of  the  district,  must  receive  attention,  particularly  the 
latter.  At  the  present  time  the  sewage  passes  unpurified  into 
the  Derwent, 
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Further  Sanitary  Requirements. 

The  most  urgent  sanitary  requirement  of  this  district, 
is  the  purification  of  the  sewage.  This  can  be 
easily  done  by  a modification  of  the  Exeter  Septic 
Tank  process  ,and  nothing  is  to  be  gained,  by  the 
District  Council  delaying  this  matter  any  longer. 
The  matter  is  so  urgent  as  to  render  it  inadvisable 
to  call  attention  to  the  other  requirements  of  the 
district  until  it  has  been  dealt  with.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  Twenty-two 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  5 of  Enteric  Fever,  and  3 of  Diph- 
theria were  reported  during  the  year.  Twelve  of  the  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  2 of  Enteric  Fever,  were  removed  to  the 
Belper  Isolation  Hospital.  Nineteen  houses  were  disinfected, 
but  no  details  are  given  as  to  the  manner  of  disinfection. 

Now  that  the  Isolation  Hospital  is  open,  the  District  Coun- 
cil should  insist  upon  the  thorough  disinfection  of  all  houses 
after  infectious  disease.  They  would  be  well  advised  in  pur- 
chasing two  handcarts  with  distinctive  colours,  one  to  take 
the  infected  bedding,  &c.,  and  the  other  to  bring  the  disin- 
fected articles  away.  All  houses  should  also  be  disinfected 
by  means  of  Formalin.  Unless  these  precautions  are  taken 
the  ratepayers  of  Belper  will  not  be  receiving  their  full  value 
for  the  money  they  have  invested  in  the  Belper  Isolation 
Hospital,  as  an  insurance  against  infectious  disease. 

General  Sanitation.  Uuring  the  year  a scheme  of  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  has  been  adopted.  A number  of  new 
houses  have  been  built  at  Over  Lane  and  Wliitemoor  Hall 
without  any  means  of  disposing  of  the  slop  water,  and  the 
Local  Government  Board  were  asked  that  the  sewerage  scheme 
might  be  proceeded  with  immediately,  pending  the  decision  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  upon  the  outfall  works,  but  the 
Local  Government  Board  would  not  approve  of  this  on  the 
grounds  that  the  sewage  would  be  turned  into  the  Derwent  in 
an  unpurificd  state,  perfectly  oblivious  of  the  fact  that  it  is 
doing  so  at  the  present  time. 

It  is  stated  that  the  new  common  lodging  house  is  an  im- 
provement upon  its  predecessor  but  might  with  advantage  be 
altered  in  several  details.  In  the  first  place  the  house  ought 
not  to  have  been  registered  without  (i.)  water  closets  had 
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been  provided  instead  of  pail  closets,  1 water  closet  for  every 
20  ledgers ; (ii.)  lavatory  basins  with  hot  and  cold  water, 
1 for  every  10  lodgers.  Unless  every  facility  is  given  to 
the  class  who  inhabit  these  houses  to*  become  cleanly,  they 
never  will  be  educated  to  it.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that 
this  lodging  house  was  registered  without  the  attention  of 
the  Authority  being  called  to  the  letter  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  dated  25th  July,  1877,  pointing  out  the  rules 
which  should  guide  an  inspecting  officer  in  his  examination  of 
premises  to  be  registered  as  Common  Lodging  Houses.  If  by 
any  chance  the  house  has  not  yet  been  formally  registered, 
the  minimum  improvements  indicated  should  be  insisted 
upon. 

Further  Sanitary  Requirements. 

(i.)  The  systematic  disinfection  of  all  houses  after  in- 
fectious disease,  including  the  disinfection  by 
steam  of  carpets,  bedding,  &c.. 

(ii.)  The  scheme  of  sewage  disposal. 

(iii.)  The  promotion  of  a Bill  in  Parliament  empowering 
the  District  Council  to  insist  upon  water  closets 
to  all  new  houses,  and  to  defray  the  cost  of  con- 
verting pail  closets  and  privy  middens  to  water 
closets.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  Nine  cases 
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of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  during  the  year,  and  four 
houses  were  disinfected  by  means  of  sulphur.  The  Chester- 
field steam  disinfector  was  used  for  the  disinfection  of 
bedding  at  one  house. 

General  Sanitation.  The  District  Council  have  constructed 
some  biological  filters,  with  a total  area  of  340  sq.  yds.  The 
Medical  Officer  writes  unless  we  alter  our  method  of  working 
the  filters,  the  result  will  in  time  be  disappointing.  The 
mistake  is  in  applying  the  sewage  to  the  filters  continuously 
instead  of  intermittently.  For  a small  district  like  this, 
Adams’  Automatic  Syphons  would  make  the  intermittent 
application  of  the  sewage  to  the  filters  comparatively  simple 
and  automatic. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  read  that  the  Chesterfield  Joint  Water 
Board  are  undertaking  the  supply  of  Walton,  at  a loss  to 
themselves.  Attention  is  called  to  the  improper  supply 
of  Old  Brampton.  Dr.  Goodfellow  writes,  “ I still  think  the 
Chesterfield  Joint  Water  Board  might  be  induced  to  under- 
take the  supply  here,  and  possible  in  other  parts  of  the 
district  as  well.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  One  hundred 
and  fifty-four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  6 of  Enteric  Fever 
were  reported  during  the  year.  Seventy-two  of  the  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  3 of  those  of  Enteric  Fever  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Some  109  houses  were  disinfected. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  read  that  land  adjoining  the  Hospital  has 
been  purchased  for  the  extension  of  the  Hospital.  In  the 
early  part  of  the  year  a new  ward  was  built  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  capable  of  accommodating  six  patients. 

The  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  extremely  serious,  and 
was  complicated  with  a concurrent  epidemic  of  sore  throat. 
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I have  little  doubt  in  my  own  mind  that  Dr.  Turner  was  right 
in  the  conclusions  he  drew  that  this  outbreak  was  due  to  a 
disease  amongst  cows,  in  fact,  there  is  now  little  room  for 
question  on  the  point,  as  the  outbreak  ceased  upon  the  with- 
drawal of  the  suspected  milk  supply. 

General  Sanitation.  During  the  year  model  Regulations 
under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  were  made. 
Dr.  Turner  writes  that  “ the  action  of  his  District  Council 
will  be  inoperative  of  good  unless  the  surrounding  District 
Councils  are  compelled  to  take  similar  action.” 

An  excellent  ambulance  was  purchased  during  the  year. 

As  usual  a large  number  of  necessary  re-constructions  of 
streets  were  made,  and  some  3,400  feet  of  sewer  were  laid. 

Negotiations  are  in  progress  for  procuring  an  additional 
ten  million  gallons  of  water  per  annum.  During  the  year 
a site  for  biological  filters  was  purchased  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Local  Government  Board.

Action  taken  with  reyard  to  Infectious  Disease.  One  hundred 
nnd  five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  21  of  Enteric  Fever,  and  7 of 
Diphtheria  were  reported  during  the  year.  Unfortunately, 
there  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  owing  to  the  deadlock  oc- 
casioned by  the  action  of  a Local  Government  Board  Auditor 
in  delaying  the  arrangement  between  the  Corporation 
Hospital  Committee  and  the  North  Derbyshire  Hospital 
Committee.  Even  if  this  arrangement  is  technically  illegal, 
everyone  is  agreed  that  it  is  a common  sense  arrangement  to 
the  advantage  of  all  concerned,  and  it  is  much  to  be  regretted 
that  the  admirable  agreement  arrived  at  has  been  set  aside 
owing  to  a technical  point.  “ It  is,”  Dr.  Richards  writes, 

“ to  be  hoped  that  red  tape  will  not  further  postpone  this 
most  necessary  safeguard  of  the  public  health.”  The  schools 
as  usual  were  informed  of  the  presence  of  all  infectious  disease, 
the  School  Board  Officers  voluntarily  notifying  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  presence  of  measles,  whooping  cough,  chicken 
pox,  mumps,  and  other  infectious  diseases,  in  return  for 
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which  the  Medical  Officer  grants  certificates  of  exclusion  to 
enable  the  School  Board  to  obtain  the  Government  Grant. 

The  houses  were  thoroughly  disinfected  with  sulphur  and  the 
corrosive  sublimate  spray,  and  1,555  articles  were  disinfected 
by  steam. 

General  Sanitation.  Thirty-three  houses  were  dealt  with 
under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act.  Seventy 
notices  were  served  for  the  paving  of  back  yards.  Thirty-three 
new  workshops  were  placed  upon  the  register.  During  the 
year  a refuse  destructor  has  been  erected  at  a cost  of  £1,600, 
and  the  Corporation  are  perfecting  plans  for  the  systematic 
collection  of  refuse  by  their  own  servants. 

Dr.  Richards  again  urges  upon  the  Corporation  the  ne- 
cessity for  the  general  adoption  of  water  closets.  He  points 
out — 

(a)  Dr.  Boobyer  (Nottingham  \ and  Dr.  Scurfield  (Sunder- 
land) have  shewn  that  the  general  death  rate  and 
the  death  rate  from  filth  diseases  are  .much  greater 
in  the  33  large  privy  midden  towns  than  in  the 
24  large  water  closet  towns. 

( h ) That  it  lias  been  conclusively  proved  that  in 
water  closet  towns,  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
is  more  economical. 

(e)  That  the  extra  water  required  will  not  hamper  the 
sewage  works  Committee  or  the  Chesterfield  Gas 
and  Water  Board. 

(d)  That  a sufficient  quantity  of  water  for  all  future  time 

(20  gallons  per  head)  has  been  guaranteed  to  the 
district  bv  the  Derwent  Water  Act. 

(e)  That  the  difficulties  in  consequence  of  frost  due  to 

early  ignorance  are  exaggerated,  and  can  be  fore- 
seen and  guarded  against. 

(f)  The  difficult!  es  with  the  lowest  class  of  tenants  can  bo 

overcome  by  the  use  of  trough  closets. 

Dr.  Richards  points  out  that  during  the  year  the  Health 
Committee  effected  52  conversions  of  insanitary  privy  middens 
to  water  closets,  but  during  the  same  time  100  new  houses 
were  built  with  the  same  insanitary  conservancy  system.  To 
remedy  this  anomaly  he  recommends  that  Parliamentary 
powers  be  obtained  to  insist  on  water  closets  in  all  new 
houses.  He  also  recommends  that  the  Gas  and  Water  Board 
be  asked  to  abolish  their  charges  for  water  closets. 

With  regard  to  the  water  question,  105  separate  supplies 
were  substituted  for  11  stand  pipes.  The  quantity  of  water

This  quantity  is  supplied  to  10,760  houses,  with  an  esti- 
mated population  of  54,000. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Corporation  at  the  present  time  will 
be  entitled  to  claim  about  200,000  thonsaaid  gallons  per  day 
from  the  Sheffield  mains,  but  the  main  to  bring  the  water  to 
the  Chesterfield  District  will  have  to  traverse  for  about 
six  miles  the  area  of  the  Chesterfield  Rural  District 
Council.  Under  the  circumstances  it  appears  to  me 
eminentlv  desirable  that  the  whole  of  the  Authorities  within

the  Rother  valley  be  constituted  into  a “ Rother  Valley 
Water  Board.”  A Board  serving  a population  of  over  100,000, 
and  big  enough  to  retain  the  whole  time  services  of  a compe- 
tent water  engineer,  who  could  lay  out  a plan  for  the  most 
economical  distribution  of  the  Sheffield  water  to  all  the 
Authorities  within  the  Rother  watershed. 

As  usual  there  is  a most  complete  return  of  sanitary  work 
effected  by  Mr.  Wood,  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

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General  Sanitation.  The  scavenging  is  still  in  the  hands  of 
contractors,  and  owing  to  complaints,  a new  contractor  has 
been  appointed.  The  District  Council  will  find  that  scaveng- 
ing will  never  be  satisfactorily  performed  unless  it  is  done  by 
their  own  staff.  An  improvement  was  made  during  the  year 
in  the  condition  of  the  common  lodging  houses.  During  the 
year  the  water  supply  was  taken  over  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  Fifteen  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  5 of  Diphtheria  were  reported  during 
the  year.  Owing  to  the  carelessness  of  the  parents  of  one 
of  those  affected  with  Diphtheria,  there  was  very  nearly  a 
most  serious  outbreak  of  this  disease,  but,  by  taking  prompt 
measures  by  the  exclusion  of  all  cases  of  sore  throat  from  the 
schools,  the  outbreak  was  nipped  in  the  bud. 

General  Sanitation.  Three  hundred  and  sixty-eight  houses 
have  been  coupled  up  to  the  public  sewers.  Three  hundred 
and  eighty-seven  houses  remain  to  be  coupled  up,  while  161 
are  outside  the  sewer  area.  The  work  of  proceeding  with 
connecting  the  387  houses  ought  to  be  pressed  on  as  rapidly 
as  possible.  With  regard  to  the  water  supply,  Dr.  Richards 
writes,  “ I regret  that  the  public  supply  has  been  intermittent 
during  the  year.  With  ball  valves  to  the  hydrants,  this  is 
a serious  menace  to  Dronfield  and  the  surrounding  district, 
as  filth  tends  to  find  its  way  into  the  empty  valve  boxes  and 
so  into  the  mains.  The  defective  supply  is  also  a serious 
obstacle  to  the  extension  of  the  water  carriage  system,  which 


needs  to  be  enforced  in  all  new  property,  and  in  all  old 
property  where  the  conveniences  have  become  insanitary; ” 

Owing  to  the  keeping  of  pigs  in  undue  proximity  to  houses, 
Dr.  Richards  suggests  that  the  District  Council  adopt  the 
Model  Byelaws  as  to  the  keeping  of  animals  near  dwellings.  The 
District  Council  have  not  yet  made  any  regulations  under  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders,  regarding  which 
Dr.  Richards  writes,  “ The  Model  Byelaws  recently  issued 
by  the  Local  Government  Board,  though  rather  vague  in  the 
matter  of  air  space  for  such  cowsheds  as  exist  in  your  district, 
are  perhaps  sufficiently  strong  to  begin  with.” 

Further  Sanitary  Requirement s. 

(i.)  The  procuring  of  additional  sources  of  water.  This 
could  be  done  most  promptly  by  the  formation  of 
a Joint  Water  Board  of  the  Authorities  in  the 
Rother  watershed,  and  obtaining  a supply  from 
Sheffield,  under  the  Derwent  Valiev  Water  Act.

Fifteen  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  14  of 
the  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  removed  to  the  Hospital  at 
Gamesley.  The  Medical  Officer  again  calls  attention  to  the 
necessity  for  a larger  Hospital.  If  one  is  provided  with  the 
Rural  District,  they  would  be  entitled  to  a grant  of  £40  per 
bed  from  the  County  funds.  As  Glossop  is  paying  its  share 
towards  the  other  Hospitals  in  the  County,  it  is  difficult  to 
understand  why  it  does  not  provide  a Joint  Hospital  with  the 
Glossop  Dale  Council,  and  obtain  the  County  grant. 

General  Sanitation.  During  the  year  the  sewerage  scheme 
was  completed.  The  water  supply  is  very  barely  sufficient 
for  its  present  requirements.  In  a district  like  Glossop  it 
should  not  be  a difficult  matter  to  remedy  this,  and  steps 
ought  to  be  taken  at  once  to  do  so,  otherwise  the  ratepayers 
will  not  be  able  to  get  any  return  for  the  capital  they  have 
sunk  in  the  sewerage  scheme  by  adopting  water  closets. 

It  does  not  appear  from  the  report,  that  any  action  is 
being  taken  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Acts, 
nor  whether  the  Sanitary  Authority  is  performing  its  duty 
under  the  Factories  and  Workshops  Acts,  the  Dairies,  Cow- 
sheds and  Milkshops  Orders,  &c.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  During  the 
year  77  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  27  of  Diphtheria,  and  27  of 
Enteric  Fever  were  notified.  All  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
were  visited,  and  printed  instructions  were  given.  Attempts 
were  made  at  isolation  but  with  indifferent  results.  At 
all  the  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  Typhoid  excreta  pails  were 
used,  and  the  excreta  was  properly  disinfected  and  buried. 
Ninety -two  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year. 

(general  Sanitation.  Dr.  Turton  states  that  altnougli  a 
great  improvement  is  seen  since  the  Sanitary  Authority  has 
contracted  for  the  scavenging  of  the  district,  yet  there  is  still 
great  room  for  improvement.  This,  I suppose,  will  con- 
tinue to  be  the  case  until  the  District  Council  carry  out  the 
work  of  scavenging  by  their  own  staff.  Progress  has  been 
made  in  the  work  of  sewering  and  disposing  of  the  sewage  of 
the  district.  The  tanks  at  Common  Side  and  Langley  Mill 
are  now  at  work,  and  the  sewers  in  the  rest  of  the  district 
are  being  rapidly  laid.  It  will  still  be  necessary  to  construct 
biological  filters  at  the  various  outfall  works.  Possibly  the 
most  suitable  form  of  filter  for  this  district  will  be  those 
constructed  on  the  holding  up  principle,  actuated  by  means 
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of  Adams'  Automatic  Syphons.  At  the  Wood  End  outfall 
there  is  sufficient  fall  however  for  ordinary  simple  filters. 

Further  Sanitary  Requirements. 

(i.)  The  great  need  of  this  district  is  pure  water. 

Eventually  this  will  be  obtained  from  the  Derwent 
Valley  Scheme.  As  a temporary  matter,  it  is 
worthy  of  consideration  whether  the  permanent 
main  for  the  supply  of  this  district  and  Ilkeston 
cannot  be  laid,  and  a source  of  water  be  obtained 
from  the  Derwent  Valley.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  Twenty- 
seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  17  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  77  of 
Enteric  Fever  were  reported  during  the  year.  Thirty -four 
of  the  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  treated  at  the  Sanatorium. 
There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  outbreak  of  Typhoid  was 
due  to  the  polluted  state  of  the  public  water  supply. 

General  Sanitation.  The  question  of  paramount  importance 
in  this  district,  as  m Heanor,  is  the  question  of  water  supply. 
It  is  useless  to  look  to  Nottinghamshire  for  a supply  of  water 
while  there  is  no  source  available  in  Derbyshire  nearer  than 
the  Derwent  valley.  The  question  will  be  ultimately  settled 
by  the  carrying  out  of  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Scheme, 
when  this  district  will  have  an  abundant  supply  of  the  purest 
water  for  all  future  time.  As  a temporary  measure,  it 
is  worth  ascertaining  whether  a supply  could  not  be 
obtained  temporarily  from  the  Derwent  valley,  above  Amber- 
gate.  The  permanent  main  which  will  eventually  be  used  by 
this  district  could  then  be  laid  at  once. 
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Further  Sanitary  Requirements. 

(i.)  An  adequate  supply  of  pure  water. 

(ii.)  The  construction  of  biological  filters  at  the  various 
sewage  outfalls,  the  main  sewage  farm  being  an 
excellent  site  for  biological  filters.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  Sixteen 

cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  11  of  Diphtheria,  and  5 of  Enteric 
Fever  were  reported  during  the  year.  Every  house  m which 

the  Sanitary 

Authority.  Verbal  and  printed  instructions  were  left  at 
each  house,  and  wherever  sanitary  defects  were  discovered, 
they  were  removed.  A house  in  which  one  of  the  cases  of 
Enteric  Fever  occurred,  and  the  house  adjoining,  were  closed 
as  being  unfit  for  habitation.  Typhoid  pails  were  provided  in 
each  case,  and  the  excreta  was  collected  and  thoroughly 
disinfected. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  read  that  the  School  Board  have  ap- 
pointed a Medical  Officer  to  inspect  their  schools  systematically. 
The  scheme,  Dr.  Chambers  says,  will  have  a material  effect 
m checking  the  spread  of  infectious  disease. 

(lemeral  Sanitation.  The  average  weekly  quantity  of  water 
pumped  is  1,734,400  gallons.  During  the  year  160  fresh 
houses  were  supplied  with  the  public  water,  viz: — 100  new 
houses  and  60  old  ones,  the  supply  of  which  was  condemned 
by  the  Medical  Officer. 

A common  lodging  house  in  the  district  is  reported  as 
being  neither  a suitable  house,  or  built  on  a suitable  site  for 


infectious  disease  occurred  was  disinfected  by 
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the  purpose ; and  it  is  also  reported  to  be  improperly  managed. 
It  has  none  of  the  conveniences  of  a common  lodging  house, 
and  ought  never  to  have  been  registered.  It  cannot  be  toe 
well  known  that  if  the  Council  prosecute  three  times  and 
obtain  three  convictions,  the  registration  of  the  common 
lodging  house  becomes  void.  Dr.  Chambers  recommends  the 
Council  to  erect  a model  lodging  house  of  their  own,  and 
with  advice  I am  in  cordial  agreement.  Not  only  would  it 
tend  to  improve  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  lowest  stratum 
of  the  population,  but  the  District  Council  would  obtain  a 
safe  4 per  cent  for  tlieir  money. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  read  that  the  experimental  filters  con- 
structed by  the  District  Council  produce  an  effluent  which  is 
in  every  way  satisfactory.  Thirty-eight  workshops  have  been 
placed  upon  the  register  at  Long  Eaton,  and  have  been 
inspected  during  the  year  ; as  also  26  ice  cream  shops,  and 
ail  fishmongers’  shops. 

In  this  district  a refuse  destructor  ought  to  be  erected,  and 
the  members  of  the  District  Council  would  be  well  advised  in 
paying  a visit  to  see  the  destructor  which  has  been  erected 
on  the  sewage  farm  at  Chesterfield.  If  a destructor  is  erected 
on  the  Long  Eaton  sewage  farm,  the  clinker  from  it  could  be 
used  for  the  construction  of  biological  filters,  and  the  heat 
might  be  utilized  for  pumping  the  sewage.  When  biological 
filters  are  constructed,  the  District  Council  should  promote 
a Bill  in  Parliament  empowering  them  to  insist  upon  water 
closets  in  all  cases.

General  Sanitation.  During  the  year  considerable  incon- 
venience was  occasioned  by  the  insufficiency  of  the  existing 
water  supply.  The  District  Council  still  have  under  considera- 
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tion  Mr.  Rofe's  Bentley  Brook  schemes.  The  Bentley  Brook 
scheme  under  any  circumstances  would  prove  a very  valuable 
asset,  and  if  the  water  is  more  than  is  required  by  Matlock, 
the  District  Council  will  have  a customer  in  the  Derwent 
Water  Board,  Nothing  has  yet  been  done  with  regard  to  a 
scheme  of  sewage  disposal.  There  is  no  doubt  that  an  efficient 
scheme  of  purification  could  be  carried  out  for  both  Matlock 
and  Matlock  Bath,  upon  the  six  acres  of  land  on  the  east  side 
of  the  Midland  Railway  line,  near  Cromford  meadows.  The 
objections  to  a joint  scheme  would  be  obviated  by  adopting 
this  site  for  the  outfall  works,  and  the  Shone  system  or  the 
Liernur  system  for  taking  the  sewage  through  Matlock  Bath, 
thereby  affording  all  possibility  of  smell  and  the  expense  of 
deep  cuttings.  The  Medical  Officer  again  calls  attention  to 
the  necessity  for  a public  Abattoir.

Six  more  houses  were  supplied  with 
Adams'  Automatic  Flush  Closets,  and  the  Medical  Officer 
reports  that  illness  in  this  locality  is  much  less  than  it  used 
to  be,  as  a result  of  the  better  housing  of  the  residents,  the 
improved  sanitary  conveniences,  and  the  abundant  water 
supply.

This  could  best  be  done  in  conjunction  with  Matlock,

The  District  Council  should  investigate 
the  Liernur  system  of  sewerage,  and  the  Shone* 
system,  both  of  which  are  admirably  suited  for  a 
narrow  valley,  as  open  sewer  ventilators  might  be 
objectionable,  and  either  system  would  save  the 
expense  of  a deep  cutting.

It  does  not  appear  from  the  report  that  the  District  Council 
is  taking  any  action  with  regard  to  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Orders,  nor  with  regard  to  the  Sanitation  of  Work- 
shops under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Acts.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  One  hundred 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  3 of  Diphtheria,  and  1 of  Enteric 
Fever  were  reported  during  the  year.  In  the  last,  three 
months  of  the  year,  15  cases  were  removed  to  the  Bel  per 
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Isolation  Hospital,  viz: — 14  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  1 of  Diph- 
theria. Dr.  Broster  writes,  “ I think  it  is  due  to  parents  of 
the  children  who  went  to  the  Hospital  to  say  that  it  was 
through  their  action  that  the  epidemic  was  brought  to  a 
close.”  Eighty-two  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Council's  Officers. 

General  Sanitation.  During  the  year  new  regulations  were 
made  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders.  It 
does  not  appear  from  the  report  whether  the  District  Council 
have  yet  taken  any  action  with  regard  to  the  scavenging  of 
the  District,  the  provision  of  increased  water  storage,  or  with 
a view  of  carrying  out  a scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal . 

With  regard  to  the  provision  of  an  increased  water  supply, 
I ought  to  point  out  that  to  make  the  Derwent  Valley  Water 
Scheme  available  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  a tunnel 
under  the  Cromford  Road  for  nearly  three-quarters  of  a mile.

Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  with  the  Repton  Hospital  Committee 
for  the  use  of  two  beds  by  the  parishes  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  Ashbourne  district.  It  is  necessary  for  the  rest  of  the 
Rural  District  to  unite  with  the  Ashbourne  Urban  District 
for  the  provision  of  a small  Hospital.  Eleven  houses,  and 
Carsington  School  were  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

General  Sanitation.  A new  sewer  was  laid  in  the  parish  of 
Parwich.  During  the  year  a house-to-house  inspection  was 
made  of  the  parish  of  Middleton-by-Wirksworth.  The  Medi- 
cal Officer  advises  that  an  open  sewer  above  the  Church  in 
this  parish  should  be  piped.  The  work  of  registering  under 
the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Orders  is  making  progress,  and 
during  the  year  new  regulations  with  respect  to  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds  were  adopted.  It  is  reported  that  in  many  places 
water  had  to  be  carted  a considerable  distance  daily  for 
several  weeks  during  the  summer.  A water  scheme  for  Kirk 
Ireton  is  now  under  consideration ; also  a private  supply  for 
Thorpe.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  Sixty-one 
cases  of  Scarlatina,  11  of  Diphtheria,  and  3 of  Typhoid  Fever 
were  reported  during  the  year.  All  the  cases  were  reported 
on  by  Dr.  Fentem.  With  regard  to  the  Diphtheria,  the 
evidence  was  in  favour  of  the  disease  being  imported  from 
Sheffield.  The  disease  was  first  introduced  into  Calver,  from 
there  it  was  carried  by  a domestic  servant  to  Litton ; other 
cases  occurred  at  Eyam,  Stoke,  and  Stoney  Middleton.  With 
regard  to  the  Scarlatina,  13  cases  occurred  at  Eyam,  and  11 
at  Hathersage.  The  schools  at  Eyam.  were  closed,  and  the 
district  posted  with  handbills  on  the  precautions  to  b 1 adopted 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Notices  were  also 
immediately  sent  to  the  superintendent  of  the  schools  and 
Sunday  schools,  to  enable  them  to  exclude  children  from 
infected  houses. 

General  Sanitation.  A comprehensive  water  scheme  has 
been  prepared  for  utilizing  the  excellent  springs  above 
Froggatt  It  is  extremely  probable  that  the  construction 
of  the  Derwent  Valley  aqueduct  will  result  in  valuable 
additional  sources  of  water  being  conducted  to  the  surface 
which  will  be  available  for  this  Authority.  It  is  contemplated 
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supplying  Froggatt,  Foolow,  Hassop,  part  of  Eyam,  Longstone, 
Great  and  Little,  Rowland,  and  Stoney  Middleton,  from 
Froggatt. 

Contracts;  for  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works 
for  Tideswell,  at  a cost  of  £4,438,  and  Little  Longstone,  at  a 
cost  of  £723,  were  let  during  the  year.  Plans  have  been 
prepared  for  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  of  Hathersage, 
and  the  scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Local  Government 
Board.

Dr.  Fentem  again  points  out  the  desirability  of  taking 
every  opportunity  for  converting  the  old  fashioned  privy 
middens  into  water  closets,  and  providing  public  tips.

General  Sanitation.  As  Dr.  Wrav  points  out,  a scheme  for 
the  sewering  and  sewage  disposal  of  Codnor  Park  would  be  a 
difficult  and  expensive  engineering  work ; this  is  more  par- 
ticularly true  if  it  were  necessary  to  comply  with  the  Local 
Government  Board’s  requirements  with  regard  to  land. 
Possibly  a simple  form  of  bacterial  filter  might  be  devised,  if 
so,  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  inducing  the  Butterley 
Company  to  construct  it.  A small  scheme  with  three  separate 
outfalls  has  been  carried  out  at  Shipley. 

Further  Requirements . 

As  I have  pointed  out  before,  it  is  an  anomaly  that  this 
population  of  1,745  should  be  administered  by  a Nottingham- 
shire District  Council.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  Sixty- one 
cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  6 of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Of  these  cases,  9 were  removed  to  the 
Belper  Isolation  Hospital.  Dr.  Gaylor  puts  his  fingers  on 
a weak  spot  in  the  sanitary  armament  of  this  Authority, 
when  he  points  out  that,  “ There  is  a disinfector  at  the  Hos- 
pital which  ought  to  be  used  much  more  frequently .”  In 
addition  to  this,  the  infected  houses  ought  to  be  thoroughly 
disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  “ Without  these  things 
being  done  properly  and  promptly,”  writes  Dr.  Gaylor,  “ the 
very  usefulness  of  the  Hospital  will  be  very  much  discounted 
and  not  at  all  worth  the  cost  of  its  management/’ 

I can  endorse  Dr.  Gay  lor’ s remarks,  and  it  would  be  a good 
plan  if  all  the  authorities  within  the  Belper  Union  had  a 
meeting  to  discuss  the  important  question  of  disinfection,  and 
come  to  some  definite  arrangements  for  the  thorough  disin- 
fection of  houses  and  everything  which  is  exposed  to  infection. 

General  Sanitation.  The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk- 
shops  Orders  are  not  enforced  in  this  district  but  Dr.  Gaylor 
reports  that  the  Council  are  considering  the  best  means  of 
carrying  ont  the  work.  The  defective  water  supply  of  Mack- 
worth  is  alluded  to  ; the  remedy  is  simple.  This  district  is 
within  the  water  area  of  the  Corporation  of  Derby,  and  the 
Corporation  are  not  likely  to  forego  their  rights  under  the 
Waterworks  Clauses  Act. 

During  the  year  a scheme  was  propounded  for  the  convey- 
ance of  the  Dethic,  Lea,  and  Holloway  water  for  the  supply 
of  Crich,  Pentrich,  and  South  Wing-field.  This  scheme  has 
since  been  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  Dr.

Action  taken  ivith  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  In  this  dis- 
trict during  the  year  188  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified. 
147  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  also  notified,  130  of  which 
occurred  at  Shirebrook;  there  were  also  10  cases  of  Diph- 
theria, The  high  zymotic  death  rate  was  caused  by  62  deaths 
from  Diarrhoea  and  Typhoid,  and  by  43  deaths  from  measles. 
All  the  infected  houses  are  now  systematically  disinfected 
with  formic  aldehyde.  The  outbreak  of  Typhoid  at  Shire- 
brook  is  made  the  subject  of  an  exhaustive  report  by  Dr. 
Littlewood,  who  points  out  that  the  epidemic  was  complicated 
by  an  outbreak  of  Diarrhoea  at  the  same  time.  The  source 
of  the  water  was  inspected,  and  the  water  itself  analysed  by 
and  bacteriologically  examined  by  Dr.  Littlewood  and  myself, 
and  a search  was  made  for  the  Typhoid  bacillus  by  Mr.  Fakes, 
Bacteriologist  to  Guy’s  Hospital.  The  milk  supplies  were 
also  carefully  investigated,  all  with  negative  results.  The 
outbreak  was  uniformly  spread  all  over  Shirebrook.

It  was  noticed  that  groups  of  adjacent  houses  were  infected, 
and  a spot  map  was  prepared  which  showed  distinctly,  “ local 
dissemination  from  multiple  centres/’  either  by  direct 
contact  or  by  means  of  polluted  earth.  Seventeen  cases 
were  removed  to  some  cottages  lent  by  the  Shirebrook  Colliery 
Company.  A movable  high  pressure  steam  disinfector  was 
purchased,  and  two  handcarts  painted  in  distinctive  colours 
for  the  conveyance  of  infected  and  disinfected  clothing. 

General  Sanitation.  “ It  has  been  decided,  and  the  Surveyor 
has  been  instructed  to  prepare  plans  for  the  reorganisation  of 
the  sewage  outfall  at  South  Normanton.’  This  is  an  improve- 
ment that  has  been  wanted  for  some  time.  It  has  been 
decided  to  construct  bacteria  beds  actuated  by  Adams’  Auto- 
matic Syphons,  which,  after  holding  the  sewage  in  contact 
with  the  bacteria  beds  for  the  necessary  time,  automatically 
discharge,  re-charging  the  bacteria  beds  with  air.  Owing  to 
the  rapid  growth  of  Shirebrook,  it  lias  been  decided  to  spend 
<£5,009  on  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal ; the  money  being 
spent  in  constructing  1,200  yards  of  sewer,  and  upon  bacteria 
beds.  The  Local  Government  Board  appeared  to  desire  more 


land,  but  Dr.  Littlewood  was  able  to  show  by  numerous 
analyses  that  the  effluent  after  passing  over  the  land  is  actually 
worse,  and  that  if  further  purification  was  to  be  accomplished 
it  would  have  to  be  by  bacterial  contact  beds  and  filters. 
An  entirely  new  water  supply  from  Selston  has  been  intro- 
duced at  a cost  of  £1,600.  into  Pinxton.  Considerable  exten- 
sions of  mains  have  taken  place  at  Shirebrook.  The  water 
supply  of  South  Normanton,  derived  from  the  Sutton-in-Ash- 
field  mains,  gave  cause  for  great  anxiety  during  the  year, 
owing  to  its  intermittent  character.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  During  the 
year  24  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  7 of  Diphtheria,  and  4 of 
Typhoid  were  reported  in  this  district.  Three  of  the  cases 
of  Typhoid  are  reported  to  be  due  to  contaminated  water. 

During  the  year  only  ten  houses  were  disinfected.  The 
High  Peak  Hospital  will  be  opened  this  year,  and  the  District 
Council  should  then  come  to  some  definite  arrangement  with 
the  Hospital  Committee  for  the  thorough  disinfection  of 
infected  houses,  and  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  which  has  been 
exposed  to  infection 

General  Sanitation.  Progress  has  been  made  in  the  matter 
of  providing  water  supplies.  At  Bamford  during  the  year 
a satisfactory  supply  was  obtained ; the  Castleton  supply  was 
extended  to  a large  number  of  houses  during  the  year;  the 
Dove  Holes  Water  Company  have  given  instructions  for 
additional  storage  to  be  constructed.  It  is  stated  that  certain 
springs  have  been  purchased  for  the  supply  of  Chinley,  Bugs- 
worth,  and  Browns ide. 
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It  is  stated  that  the  quality  of  the  Chapel-en-leTfrith 
water  is  not  what  it  should  be.  This  is  a matter  of  im- 
portance which  should  be  carefully  investigated  by  an 
inspection  of  the  sources  of  water.  In  a surface  water 
scheme  the  interpretation  of  the  results  of  analyses  cannot 
be  made  except  in  the  light  of  an  inspection  of  the  sources 
of  water  supply,  and  an  investigation  of  its  pedigree.  Nego- 
tiations are  m progress  for  the  purchase  of  certain  springs 
for  the  supply  of  Fernilee,  and  the  Whaley  portion  of  Chapel- 
en-le-Frith. 

The  sewerage  scheme  of  Castleton  is  now  complete,  and  the 
work  of  connecting  the  various  houses  with  the  sewers  should 
be  pressed  on.  A proper  sewerage  scheme  for  Dove  Holes  is 
urgently  required. 

During  the  year  Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds 
and  Milkshops  Orders  were  adopted  by  the  District  Council.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  Four  hundred 
and  fifty-three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  40  of  Typhoid,  and  21  of 
Diphtheria  were  reported  during  the  year.  Every  house  in  which 
infectious  disease  had  existed  was  disinfected  by  a special 
officer  appointed  for  this  purpose  by  the  Sanitary  Authority, 
but  until  the  Isolation  Hospitals  are  erected,  the  disinfection 
of  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  cannot  be  properly  carried  out.  It 
is  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  Rural  District  Council 
whether  it  would  not  be  wise  to  make  similar  arrangements 
to  those  which  have  been  made  by  the  Blackwell  Rural 
District  Council,  namely  to  purchase  a moveable  steam 
disinfector  and  a couple  of  handcarts  for  the  removal  of 
bedding,  clothing,  etc. 

Copies  of  an  excellent  circular  on  the  precautions  to  be 
taken  against  the  spread  of  Infectious  Disease  were  left  at 
each  house  where  Infectious  Disease  had  occurred,  and  in  the 
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cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  a solution  of  Perckloride  of  Mercury  is 
supplied  gratuitously  for  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta. 

Closing  of  Schools.  in  each  case  the  bcliooi  managers 
were  notified  so  that  children  from  infected  houses  might  be 
prevented  from  attending  school.  Schools  were  closed  on 
account  of  infectious  Disease  at  Calow,  U nstone,  Kenisnaw ; 
St.  Joseph’s,  Staveley;  North  Wingfield,  Ashover,  St.  Bar- 
tiioiomew  s Scnooi,  Stretton ; Killamarsh,  iiigham,  Pilsiey, 
Beighton,  Woodthorpe  and  Barrow  Hill,  Staveley;  Poolsbrook, 
vVmgerworth,  Eckmgton,  and  Shirland. 

During  the  year  a husband  and  wife  were  prosecuted  for 
exposing  a Scarlet  Fever  patient  at  the  entrance  lobby  of  a 
public  house  kept  by  them;  they  were  each  fined  17s.  9d. 
At  Staveley  a shopkeeper  was  prosecuted  for  failing  to  notify 
two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  was  fined  FI  and  costs.  At 
Staveley  a parent  was  fined  <£2  and  costs  for  allowing  his 
child  m an  infectious  condition  to  frequent  a public  highway. 
At  Ashover  the  parents  of  a child  were  each  fined  10s.  for 
allowing  a boy  to  attend  school  while  desquamating  after 
Scarlet  i'ever.  in  this  case,  during  the  four  weeks  previous 
to  the  prosecution,  21  fresh  cases  occurred,  and  in  the  four 
week  subsequent  to  the  prosecution  only  4 fresh  cases  occurred. 

General  Sanitation.  During  the  yeai  the  undertaking  of 
the  Ashover  Water  Company  was  purchased  by  the  District 
Council  at  a cost  of  <£2,050.  Little  or  no  progress  appears  to 
have  been  made  with  the  provision  of  70,000,000  gallons 
storage  which  the  District  Council  have  decided  to  have 
as  part  of  the  northern  Water  Scheme.  During  the 
year  the  District  Council  opposed  the  various  Derwent 
Water  Bills.  The  District  Council  did  not  accept  the  advice 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  ask  to  be  supplied  on  the 
Birmingham  Clause  basis,  but  asked  to  be  supplied  at  a fixed 
price.  The  result  is  they  obtained  the  right  to  demand  such 
a supply  from  Sheffield  at  7^d.  per  1,000  gallons  as  would 
bring  up  their  sources  of  water  to  12^  gallons  per  head.  If 
adequate  storage  were  provided,  it  is  extremely  likely  that 
their  own  sources  of  water  would  yield  this  amount,  and  I 
agree  with  the  opinion  expressed  by  Dr.  Peck,  that  “ This  is 
satisfactory  as  a measure  of  insurance,  but  I do  not  consider 
12 \ gallons  a sufficient  quantity  even  for  a so-called  rural 
population To  make  the  scheme  to  any  extent  available 
it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Chesterfield  Joint  Water  Board 
and  the  Chesterfield  itural  District  Council  to  combine  for 
Waterworks  purposes. 

During  the  year  an  Engineer  was  appointed  to  prepare 
schemes  of  sewage  disposal  for  the  various  outfalls. 
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This  District  Council  is  much  behind  the  other  District 
Councils  in  the  County  with  regard  to  the  question  of  sewage 
disposal.  The  County  Medical  Officer  has  not  reported  upon 
the  various  pollutions  of  the  District  Council,  knowing  that 
pressure  would  result  in  the  execution  of  works  which  would 
shortly  become  obsolete.  The  District  Council  are  to  be 
congratulated  upon  having  appointed  an  Engineer  to  devote 
his  whole  time  to  the  carrying  out  of  sewage  disposal  works 
upon  the  latest  principles,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  arrange- 
ment will  enable  the  District  Council  to  make  up  for  lost  time. 

During  the  year  Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds 
and  Milkshops  Orders  were  made  and  submitted  to  the  Local 
Government  Board.  These  Regulations  provided  amongst 
other  things  for  a space  of  600  feet  in  existing  buildings  and 
800  feet  in  those  erected  after  the  adoption  of  the  Regula- 
tions. The  Regulations  were  returned  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  with  an  intimation  that  the  corresponding  Clause 
in  their  Model  Regulations  should  be  substituted.  This  is 
undoubtedly  a retrograde  step,  but  the  District  Council  fell 
in  with  it.  They  again  sent  the  Regulations  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  in  November,  “ since  which  time  ” writes 
Dr.  Peck,  “ nothing  has  been  heard  of  them.”

(i.)  The  provision  of  the  reservoir  for  70,000,000  gallons 
of  water  for  the  northern  scheme.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  Two  hundred 
and  seventy-seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  12  of  Diphtheria,  and 
12  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  reported  during  the  year.  The 
Scarlet  Fever  existed  all  over  the  district,  but  chiefly  at 
Clowne.  Fortunately  the  disease  was  of  a mild  type. 

General  Sanitation.  No  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
matter  of  providing  much  needed  public  water  supplies.  This 
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matter  should  now  give  no  difficulty.  Barlboro  and  Clowne 
are  both  entitled  to  a supply  of  water  at  7|d.  per  1,000  gallons 
and  paying  4 per  cent  upon  the  cost  of  the  main  from  the 
Sheffield  mains,  while  Elmton  and  Whitwell  are  also  entitled 
to  water  under  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Act,  as  being  part 
of  the  Trent  watershed.

The  Hayfield  Sewage  Works  came  into 
operation  during  the  year,  and  as  a result  many  sources  of 
pollution  have  been  remedied.  A Joint  Sewerage  Board  was 
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formed  with  Ludworth  for  the  sewerage  and  disposal  of  the 
sewage  of  Mellor  with  that  of  Ludworth,  but  no  work  has 
yet  been  done.  The  question  of  the  means  of  providing  a 
water  supply  for  Hayfield  was  under  discussion  during  the 
year,  and  it  was  decided  to  sink  a well  in  the  Millstone  Grit 
area  to  the  north  of  Hayfield.  Since  the  report  was  written, 
I believe  the  Local  Government  Board  have  sanctioned  a loan 
for  experimental  bore  holes. 

A joint  scheme  for  New  Mills  and  Hayfield  ought  to  be 
carried  out,  as  it  is  almost  absolutely  necessary  for  New  Mills 
to  have  to  come  into  the  Hayfield  District  for  water,  and  there 
is  more  than  one  source  which  would  be  ample  for  both  Dis- 
tricts. During  the  summer  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Hayfield  severely  feel  the  scarcity  of  pure  water. 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Mi'lkshops 
Orders  have  been  made  during  the  year.

The  great  bulk  of  the  population  of  this  District  has  since 
the  report  was  written  been  incorporated  with  Sheffield.  The 
main  feature  of  the  report  consists  of  an  account  of  a serious 
outbreak  of  Diphtheria  which  occurred  on  the  borders  of  Shef- 
field. As  manv  as  130  cases  and  19  deaths  occurred.  Nine  cases 
of  Enteric  Fever  were  also  notified  during  the  year.  Endeavours 
were  made  to  prevent  the  contamination  of  the  sewage  with 
the  specific  organisms  of  Typhoid,  by  supplying  air-tight  pails 
for  the  reception  of  the  dejecta.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  Ninety-six 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  17  of  Diphtheria,  and  6 of  Enteric 
Fever  were  reported  during  the  year.  Thirty-two  cases  were 
removed  to  the  temporary  Hospital  at  Repton.  Dr.  Riding 
is  to  be  commended  for  the  use  he  has  made  of  this  limited 
accommodation.  Thirty-one  houses  were  disinfected  during 
the  year.  This  does  not  seem  a large  number  compared  with 
the  cases  which  occurred. 

General  Sanitation.  During  tne  year  a new  sewer  was  laid 
at  Castle  Gresley,  the  main  sewer  at  Etwall  was  ventilated 
and  extended,  and  a sewer  was  laid  to  carry  the  bulk  of  the 
sewage  of  Mickleover  so  that  it  can  be  distributed  upon  land.

These  two 
parishes  are  however  within  the  water  limits  of  the  South 
Staffordshire  Water  Company.  If  some  arrangement  could 
be  made  with  the  South  Staffordshire  Water  Company  where- 
by they  would  forego  their  rights  under  the  Waterworks 
Clauses  Act,  to  enable  these  parishes  to  obtain  a supply  from 
the  Derwent  Scheme,  it  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the 
District.  Possibly  some  arrangement  might  be  made  for 
the  Derwent  Valley  Water  to  be  handed  on  to  the  South 
Staffordshire  Water  Company.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease.  One  hundred 
and  sixty-seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  20  of  Diphtheria,  and 
63  of  Enteric  Fever  were  reported  during  the  year.  It  does 
not  appear  from  the  report  that  infected  houses  are  disinfected 
bv  the  Sanitary  Authority,  but  I imagine  they  are  not,  as 
the  number  of  houses  giving  as  having  been  disinfected  is 
only  10.  Thirty-five  of  the  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred 
in  the  Parish  of  Melbourne,  the  bulk  of  which  were  traced  to 
the  drinking  of  local  well  waters  which  had  become  con- 
taminated with  night  soil.  Other  cases  occurred  amongst 
those  who  had  been  removing  night  soil,  or  manure. 

General  Sanitation.  Public  scavenging  has  not  yet  been 
adopted  at  Melbourne,  the  most,  populous  parish  in  the  whole 
District.  The  information  contained  in  the  report  is  extremely 
vague.  The  sanitary  work  of  the  Authority  will  not  be 
efficient  until  the  whole  system  of  work  is  reorganised.  At 
present,  the  great  bulk  of  the  Inspector’s  time  is  taken  up  in 
attending  and  keeping  the  minutes  of  various  Parochial  Com- 
mittees. If  a small  Sanitarv  Committee  of  the  District  Coun- 
cil  were  formed  and  empowered  to  act,  the  administration 
would  be  more  efficient. 

At  Normanton  an  Engineer  has  been  appointed  to  prepare 
plans  of  sewage  disposal.  The  scavenging  is  said  to  be  satis- 
factory at  Ockbrook,  Osmaston,  and  Sandiacre. 

The  district  appears  to  be  rapidly  increasing,  but  no  definite 
figures  are  given.  We  are  informed  that  at  Littleover  a “fair 
number  of  houses,  ’ at  Melbourne  a “ good  number  of  new 
buildings.”  at  Normanton  a “ great  number  of  new  houses,” 
at  Osmaston  a “ considerable  number  of  new  houses,”  at 
Sandiacre  a “ good  number  of  new  houses,”  at  Sawley  a “ good 
number  of  houses,”  at  Shardlow  a “ number  of  new  buildings,” 
at  Spondon  “ new  buildings,”  and  at  West  Hallam  and  Weston 
“ houses  have  been  erected.”

During  the  year  an  arrangement  was  entered  into  with  the 
Repton  Rural  District  Council  for  the  use  of  two  beds  in  the 
Repton  Isolation  Hospital  about  to  be  erected. 

General  Sanitation.  A great  deal  of  general  sanitary  work  was 
done  during  the  year.  Now  that  the  efficiency  of  the  Bacterio- 
logical purification  of  sewage  has  been  proved,  the  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  of  Doveridge  might  be  taken  in  hand  piecemeal. 
A large  number  of  outfalls  is  not  any  disadvantage  in  the 
purification  of  sewage  on  the  Bacterial  principle,  in  fact,  the 
more  and  the  smaller  quantity  of  sewage  to  be  dealt  with  at 
each,  the  easier  the  problem  becomes.  If  the  work  is  under- 
taken piecemeal  as  suggested,  the  necessity  for  a loan  and 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  would  be  obviated.
